PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


Dear Brethren! This being the last time, please God, that I 
have the honor to address you as a body synodically assembled, I 
beg leave to call your attention to a subject-matter involving prob- 
lems which have obtruded themselves upon me for a satisfactory 
solution for some time; in fact, ever since I pled the good cause 
of practical seminaries within your hearing in the year 1916. Today 
I come back to the same subject, only somewhat extended, when I 
ask you to inquire into the merits of lay preaching, placed indeed 
under the auspices of Synod and by it confessionally guarded, but 
otherwise more or less independent and self-supporting. 

Fully persuaded, as I am, that the words of our Lord’s com- 
mission to preach the Gospel to every creature are meant to be of 
universal application, both as to person and place, I find that in 
the work of evangelization as carried on by us, there is a void 
or break, and one which results in a lamentable shortcoming of 
duty fully and well done. For in His bestowal upon us of the bound- 
less riches of the Gospel, the Lord at the same time has put us in 
possession, both by creation and acquisition, of an invaluable and 
measureless man-power, thereby to enable us to cover with His mes- 
sage every spot on earth where a soul is found that might give ear 
to it and thus be saved. And O, even in this our own favored land, 
how many churchless and shepherdless places there still are, where 
men are dying the death eternal, simply because no one is sent 
out from the storehouses of spiritual plenty to break to them the 
bread of life! 

But, say you, have we not, subsidiary to our well organized 
congregations and helpful to them, our missionary societies, frater- 
nities, sisterhoods, leagues, guilds, and the like, and have not these 
all for their ultimate end and aim the extension of God’s kingdom; 
and if so, is not every man, woman, and child, thus invited to 
take, each one, his or her place for holy service? Very true; and it 
is a pleasure to note the divers activities thus set in motion. And 
yet, with all these churchly endeavors before us, even when taken 
at their best and in their farthest reach, they leave out of purview 
the particular void pointed out, and hence do not essay to fill it. 
The work of isolated soul-rescue is not provided for; and I feel 
that to this extent the sin of omission stands out against us. 

To make this clear, let us pass in somewhat closer review our 
missionary administration, past and present. Here we find that, 
in the minds of some brethren, the primitive notion still prevails, 
that missionary and diaspora work are about one and the same 
thing; so that, unless Lutherans be found in a place, we may pass

it by. And passed by it is; and without a twinge of conscience! 
Again, others labor under the impression that, unless a town, hamlet, 
mining or logging camp, or crossroad settlement, offers sufficient 
material to build up, in the course of time, a constituent unit of 
Synod, we have no call there; and thus, holding the advancement 
of Synod paramount to the extension of the Kingdom of God, nothing 
is done. Lastly, and when admitted that along the highways and 
beyond the hedges some hermit souls might be saved, it is held 
that, unless a man can be sent who measures up to our present 
conception of the Gospel ministry, why, in that case we are under 
no obligation. A conclusion, this, I for one can not assent to; and 
C 


Go ye into all the world, and preach the Gospel to every crea- 
ture! Pondering these momentous words of the Master, and over- 
whelmed by the magnitude, the scope, the responsibility, and the 
glory of the task imposed, who of us, having the salvation of undying 
souls at heart, would not desire to see every man in the pulpit a 
master of his calling, and every man in the pew a witness to his 
faith and a priestly herald to his neighbor; yes, and do his prayer- 
ful best to see this ideal realized? Realized, however, with due 
regard to what the will of the Lord may be as to the nature and 
division of labor, and as that will is indicated in the diversity of 
gifts and the resultant diversity of ministrations. See 1 Cor. 12. 

This much I have thought it well to state here, in order not 
to be misunderstood in my restrictions directed against an undue 


stressing, especially of the human elements entering into the goal 


set up. 

In his first letter to the Corinthians, St. Paul devotes chapters 
12 to 14 inclusive to the charismal talents the Lord had endowed 
His Church with for its edification and expansion. At the-end of 
the twelfth chapter he pauses, as it were, to exhort his readers 
to desire earnestly the greater gifts; then, having apprised them of 
another as “a most excellent way,” he follows it up with his canticle 
on love, ending in the epitome: “Now abideth faith, hope, and love; 
but the greatest of these is love.” But note that, when singling 
out love as the greatest, he does not sever the trinity or oneness 
of the gifts, as is evidenced from the superlative and the verb in 
the single mode.— Brethren, in our judgment of men for or in 
the ministry, are we with St. Paul, or do we put our heads to the 
ground, so to speak, to hear what others say, and base our judgment 
upon the latter? In other words: is godliness of mind and heart, 
so far as discernible, still the chief consideration when passing 
upon a man’s entrance to the ministry? Was it from the intel- 
lectuals of His day our Lord chose His disciples for the apostleship? 
And when restoring Peter to office, what seems to have been His own 
concern? Love! 


- Love of the Savior, and a loving devotion to Him, comprises. 
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a knowledge of His person and Word, and a love of the souls He 
came to save. As such, therefore, it is the supreme test of fitness 
for holy service, preaching included. Is it applied as such? Or is 
this frame of mind and heart such a matter of course, that we 
may take its possession for granted, when a man presents himself 
for holy orders? So it would appear; for he is questioned, on the 


one hand, how far he is up in this world’s learning, in its literature, 


its arts, its culture, and the like; and on the other hand, how much 
he knows of the constructive ‘ics and the destructive ‘isms of theo- 
logical lore. Failing to satisfy the high expectations of his gentle- 
men examiners herein, he is told — well, to “try again.” Here, 
observe, that the inquiry is mainly concerned about the functioning 
of the candidate’s brain; and if about the pulsation of his heart, it 
is by implication. We believe, and in full accord with Scripture, 
that the house we are employed in building is a spiritual habitation, 
one not of this earth. Why then attach so great value to the things 
of earth, which, though needful for the time being and of great 
use, shall pass away as but the scaffolding to the building? The 
tendency to do so is apt to work mischief, and rather to obstruct 
than to advance the building up of the Kingdom of God and His 
Christ; for it is likely to act as a deterrent to men who, but for 
its exactions, might be won for the ministry. 

Now we believe and teach that the preaching of the Gospel is 
by the Lord made incumbent upon all His believers; not, as a 
papal fiction would have it, only upon the disciples first chosen, 
and thence upon a special order of men based upon an alleged 
apostolic succession. For though we do not know whether any, besides 
the eleven other disciples, were present, when, as related Matth. 
28, 16-20, Jesus instituted the office of the ministry, it is evident 
from the promise of His presence to the end of the world that it 
was for all time. Besides, St. Luke c. 10, tells us that the Lord, 
whilst Himself engaged in the work, appointed, aside from the twelve, 
seventy other disciples to go, two and two, to publish abroad the 
Kingdom of God. Moreover, St. Peter writes to believers in general: 
“Ye are an elect race, a royal priesthood,” etc., “that ye may show 
forth the excellencies of Him who has called you out of darkness 
into His marvellous light.” 1 Pet. 2, 9. See Rev. 1, 6. Accord- 
ingly, the showing forth or publishing abroad the greatness and 
goodness, the redeeming love and glory of God, is here declared 
an end of all He has done for them, made of them, given them, 
and will lead them to; and whilst a measure of liberty is accorded 
them in ordering the work assigned, yet are they not left without 
instructive defining and limiting the privileges bestowed. 


And now in view of the Scriptural precepts and examples bear- 
ing upon the subject, how have the Church and the churches, our 
own in the lead, come to their present high and rigid standard of 
admission to this Gospel Ministry? to a test so exacting, as to 
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exclude from it many a man worthy and able to serve in it in an 
humble way? Is it the desire to have men in the pulpit trained to 
bring forth “things new and old” from the mine of truth? Matth. 
13, 52. Well, there is no power to discern the treasures looked for 
equal to that of a truly God-loving heart; a grace happily not 
confined to the learned. Or is it the anxiety to have safeguarded 
the purity of doctrine? Yes: but history tells us that the heresies 
dividing and troubling the Church have come, not from men of 
low but of high estate? Or is it because great mental attainments 
can be made good use of in the office? Very true; but true also, 
that the Lord’s “power is made perfect in weakness.” Cor. 12. 
Or, and lastly, is it because elegance and fluency of speech is 
a great asset? So moses of old thought — and many a Moses of 
day thinks —; but did the Lord accept slowness of tongue and speech 
as an excuse from service? Exod. 4. 


No, Brethren, I fear that the forbidding hedge lining the 
Gospel Ministry is hidden elsewhere, to-wit, in the secularizing tend- 
ency and its dominion in our age. The churches, consciously or un- 
consciously influenced by it, the solemn warning Rom. 12, 2, “be not 
fashioned according to this world; but be ye transformed by the 
renewing of your mind, that ye may prove what is the good and 
acceptable and perfect will of God” are words falling upon dull 
minds and hearts. Somewhat after the manner of some patriotic 
citizens who consider all things right which the law does not ex- 
pressly declare penal, some, nay many citizens of the heavenly 
kingdom have fallen into the way of the world’s thinking and doing, 
and do as lawful whatsoever the letter of the Scriptures does not 
forbid them to do. 


To illustrate, let us for a moment lend an eye and ear to the 
gist of the preacher’s business; i. e. the sermon. Whether and 
to what extent his heart is divided between the God of the Bible 
and the god of science whilst at work, is for no man to judge. 
Howbeit, he is aware that some respect must be paid to his majesty, 
the latter; the times and his people demand it. Accordingly, his 
theme must be novel, pithy and catchy; its divisions logical in their 
sequence, in number so many, well proportioned in their measure 
and substance, and this lavishly integlarded with mental tidbits 
from his own or other men’s imagination. The last line written, 
he may blue-pencil the margin for direction to the voice for inflexion, 
and to head and hand for gesture. Then if, when declaiming his 
piece, he can impress his hearers with it as a free outflow from 
a full heart, why, then he is their man! But, O shades of Martin 
Luther, and other Martins, what bunglers of preachers you must 
have been! Living now, where is the pulpit you might be called 
to? Yes, and for good company, they would no doubt shelve with 
you even St. Paul, disdaining, as he did, to come “with excellency 


of speech, or the wisdom” he was a scholarly master of. See 1 Cor. 
chap. 1 and 2. 
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But irony and play aside, I grant you that the ambassadorship 
of our Lord the Christ is such as might tax the powers of angels 
to do justice to; and hence that, as a rule, it should only be com- 
mitted to men of talents, and these highly developed; but when it 
is added “to such, and to such only”, I hold that violence is done 
to Scripture and the Kingdom to be served. True, the same Scrip- 
tures exhort us to “lay hands hastily on no man”; and moreover, 
require that he who is received must be “apt to teach”. 1 Tim. 
5, 22, and 3, 2. Even so; and I hold that, given, say, an approved 
worker in the church, a man of fair education, noble conduct, good 
common sense, at home in his Bible, having an understanding knowl- 
: edge of Luther’s Catechisms and the plan of salvation, and withal, 
godly at heart: if such an one is set apart for pastoral work, the 
apostolic requirements are met or complied with. And by the way, 
it is my conviction that in the first century or two of the Church. 
the latter was largely built up by men of this character and standing. 
And how easily their like might be trained, and what great use 
might be made of them in our day, be it as pioneers in out of the 
way places, or as assistants to pastors of large congregations, or 
as city missionaries, etc. And, as indicated, I would have them 
largely if not entirely self-supporting. But, say you, does not St. 
Paul tell us that “they that preach the Gospel shall live of the 
Gospel?” 1 Cor. 9, 14. Yes; and for answer I direct you to Paul 
the tent-maker. 


Men and Brethren, the day is drawing near when the Husband- 
man of heaven shall bid His accountant angels to open the books and 
make known the number of sheaves brought in, and state how many 
to the credit of the titled and how many to the untitled of His 
workmen: and then, I opine, there will be some surprises, bitter- 
sweet to the taste, and at variance with some of our own calculations 
and expectations as based on the standards we mortals are wont to 
take our measure of men by, adjudge their capacities, and do them 
honor. With this contingency before us, we, as laborers in the hus- 
bandry, would certainly do well to enquire anew as to what the will 
of the Master is, and, wherein we come short of it, readjust our 
ways. 

As for myself, well aware of the earthward trend of men and 
things even in churches of the day, I feel that with my advocacy 
of an extended lay service, I am talking against the wind. How- 
ever, should my proposals lead to the saving of but one or two blood- 
bought souls, I shall thank the Lord for the reward, and for His 
gracious benediction upon my pleading.

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


1. Iowa and Ohio. Certain propositions, submitted by the 
subcommittee charged to inquire into the pros and cons of an organic 
union of these two bodies, will be placed before you. Personally I 
advise that you make haste slowly in coming to definite conclusions 
in this all important matter. 

2. With regard to the theses on conversion and predestination, 
on which further action should be taken at this meeting, I would 
repeat my judgment of two years ago; and I have simply to add 
that, whilst on the one hand we must insist that all teaching must 
be in accord with the analogy of Scripture and our faith; if on 
the other hand it is insisted that beyond this limitation, we must 
also think, interpret, define, and speak alike on things problematical, 
before we can come and work together, then, I say, is the unity and 
peace of our dear Church put beyond all human reach. 

3. During the past year the honorable Ev. Luth. Ministerium 
of Pennsylvania had the rare pleasure of celebrating the 175th anni- 
versary of its birth. By the hands of our brother, Judge J. J. Dob- 
ler, now sainted, I sent personal greetings to this venerable mother 
of synods, our own among them; and I hope that you will approve 
this my action. 

4. A conference has been held with brethren of the Norwegian 
Synod with a view to establishing pulpit and altar fellowship with 
that body. With what result, I can not say at the time of this 
writing, since no report has been sent me. Other conferences along 
this line I have thought it advisable to postpone. 

5. Your attention is called to the report of our 8 to 
the Eisenach Conference; and some action should be taken as to 
our future relation to this movement, involving within its scope 
the interests of our Church throughout the world. 


6. Whether the year or years before us will demand a con- 
tinuance of European Relief work, I can not say; however, I am 
certain that we Lutherans of the States will be called on to still 
support the foreign missions of Lutheran societies abroad for some 
time to come. Therefore, whilst I congratulate our congregations 
on their liberal contributions rendered in the past, may I not hope 
that they do not become weary in well-doing, and continue to support 
the great work the N. L. Council has in hand. 


7. The Districts of Synod have been visited, at least once 
throughout the past two years, either by myself or the vice-president, 
Dr. Hein; and I can truly say, that progress is to be noted along 
every line of our work. What we still lack is, prompt and united 
action in all our undertakings. 


8. Whilst we have many fine and noble men’s and young peo- 
ple’s societies, each one seems to be pretty much by and for itself. 


I therefore suggest, that a committee be appointed, whose duty it 
shall be 
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a. To provide a common constitution; 
b. See to it that every district have its associations; that these 
, be affiliated into a unit; and, when advisable, brought into connection 
with one another. Thus well organized, Synod may charge them 
with the execution of some of its undertakings with great advantage 
to itself. 

9. In conclusion, another matter. The undersigned is of the 
opinion that the educational methods pursued in the schools of our 
land, is far from exemplary; and hence, that in conforming our own 
system to it, as to some extent we must, the greatest care should 
be exercised. The attempt to teach any and every thing, and thus 
crowding the course of study, is a menace to the higher object for 
which our schools have been established, inasmuch as secular edu- 
cation, when carried too far, diverts from instead of attracting to 
the Gospel ministry, to prepare men for which our institutions of 
learning are chiefly maintained.

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EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS 


THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, OHIO 


In submitting this biennial report we are conscious of the rich 
also the past two years. 

Dr. Theophilus Mees who for so many years has given us his 
valuable service untiringly and unselfishly had to close active work 
at the end of February, 1923. July 25, 1923, God removed him into 
the kingdom of glory. Although we were without his valuable service 
the prescribed course of study was carried out without interruption. 
This was made possible by relieving the theological professors of 
all work in College and Academy, a provision which was gradually 
begun several years ago and completed by the fall of 1923. We 
have now four full professors in the Seminary. 


The school year 1923-24 was opened in the new Divinity Hall 
under the most favorable external conditions. Professors as well 
as students are much delighted. Thus the long looked for separation 
of Seminary and College has been accomplished locally and 
scholastically. 

During the schoolyear 1922-23, 60 students attended classes, of 
whom twelve were graduated and eleven entered the holy ministry. 
During the last year, 1923-24, the number of students was 61, of 
whom 20 were graduated and 19 intend to enter the holy ministry. 


Worthy of special notice is also the new and increased inter- 
est shown in our library. Many and valuable donations of books 
have come in during the past two years. 1423 books have been 
added to our library, over 900 of them through donations. 

Your Board held four regular sessions. In these sessions the 
Messrs Chas. F. Mayer and Herman Benzin were re-elected Trustees 
of the College, each for a period of three years. 

The term of office of the following members of the Board has 
now expired: The Revs. C. F. W. Allwardt, B. F. Brandt, Dr. L. H. 
Schuh and A. M. Wagner. A successor has also to be elected for 
the unexpired term (1928) of Dr. C. A. Schultze, deceased.

New Positions 

A Business Manager has been employed, who is to collect all 
rents; to make all purchases for the School; to operate the College 
Store and lunch room; to supervise and order all improvements and 
in general to conduct the business affairs of the school. He is also 
the supervisor of grounds. 

The work of the President has increased so that it was necessary 
to give him a full time Secretary. This work has been done for a 
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number of years by Mr. Edward Schramm, who this year entered 
the ministry. 


Mr. Theodore Buehring has been appointed Publicity Manager. 


New Courses 


Majors in History and Philosophy have been established. 
The English course has been broadened so as to include three 


extra courses. 


We ask your honorable body to sanction the establishing of a two 
years normal course. 

The Faculty, in connection with the various Mission Boards, 
is to work out a course for young women, desiring to become mis- 
sionaries. 


The Music Course 


The Music Department has only temporary quarters. This is 
now a permanent department of our School.

It is neces- 
sary that a permanent chair of Music be established. 


Prof. Homer D. Strother, who has successfully labored as head 
of this department, has left our School to take up work in the city

The conduct of the students in general was very good. Several 
expulsions and a number of minor cases of discipline had to be 
handled. 


In 1922-1923 there were 323 in the Collegiate Department, 10 
in the Post graduate and 254 in the Music Department, making a 
total of 587 students paying tuition. 


In 1923-1924 the number was Collegiate 333; Post Graduate 13; 
Music 245; total 591. 

In 1923 33 graduated; 29 received the degree Bachelor of Arts 
and 4 the degree Bachelor of Science. In June, 1924, there were 30 
graduates: 19 receiving the degree Bachelor of Arts; 7 the degree 
Bachelor of Science and 4 from the Music School.

Student Dues 

Student dues are now collected in advance. One-half of each 
semester’s dues must be paid at the beginning of the Semester. 

We ask the honorable Synod to ratify the following schedule for 
tuition and room rent: 

Tuition in College, $100 per year. 

Tuition in Academy, $50 per year. 

Room Rent in Dormitory and Divinity Hall, $50 per year. 

Incidental fees to be paid by all students, $15 per year. 

The Library Fee is to be abolished, but the sum of $1 is to be 
taken from the incidental fee for the Library fund. 

That a rebate of 50 per cent on tuition be given to all College 
students who expect to enter the Ministry in our Synod. This 
rebate to be distributed over the three years of the Seminary Course. 

We ask that the Board be allowed to use the advance received 
from tuition for the increasing of Professors’ salaries.

To give praise and thanks to God is always a Christian duty 
even in times, when our wishes are not realized. But if this is the 
case, as we can report in reference to our institution, which was 
to thank our heavenly Father. 

Renovation and Enlarging of our Dormitory. — We are glad to 
report that our old dormitory was remodeled and enlarged in the 
past year. The Administration Board saw the necessity for building 
and granted our petition. Congregations in the nearer Districts fur- 
nished the rooms. Alumni of the Wisconsin District furnished the 
laboratories with apparatus and those of the Minnesota District 
continued to keep our 15 acres of land in proper condition. As the 
building was not completed in September some of our students 
entered other institutions, a fact we deplore. We now have a very 
fine institution, supplied with modern improvements which can easily 
harbor 150 students. 


Dr. C. Abbetmeyer was installed as professor of English ond he 
as well as all of our professors have most faithfully and with 
visible success served the Church. It also should be mentioned that 
our beloved venerable Dr. H. Ernst, who has done more for our 
seminary than anybody else, did not miss a single recitation during 
the past year. 

During the first school year (1922-1923) we had 103 students: 
Preparatory Class 8, Academy 45, College 20, Seminary 30. During 
the second school year (1923-1924) 98: Preparatory Class 5, Acad- 
emy 44, College 23, Seminary 26. 17 candidates, who passed ex- 
amination entered into the ministry. 

Accreditation of Academy and College. — Our institution was 
visited twice by an Inspector of the Staté University of Minnesota. 
He gave advice and his advice was heeded. Our Academy is now on 
the tentative list of accredited secondary schools and will no doubt 
be fully accredited in the near future. Likewise steps have been 
taken to secure accreditation for our college. May we hope that this 
will help to increase the number of our students.

We hereby petition Joint Synod for permission to introduce 
a music course in our school. Prof. A. Moench, a very able man 
and instructor in music, is willing to give his whole time and ability 
to this cause and also supervise in reference to additional help, if 
this our petition is granted. In our opinion this would demand 
an additional appropriation only in the beginning; later it will 
no doubt be self-supporting and even increase our receipts. | 


We also petition Synod to support our laboratories with $250 
annually and also grant our libraries the same amount. All other 
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petitions are included in the budget of our treasurer, Prof. J. 
Cornils.

WOODVILLE NORMAL AND ACADEMY. 


Your board begs leave to submit the following report: 

1. The total enrollment for the year 1922-23 was 71. Of these 
8 were in the Normal Department, 47 in the Academy, 4 in the 
Preparatory Class, and 12 were special music students. Last year 
‘the total enrollment was 61, classified as follows: Normal Depart- 
ment 4, Academy 49, special music students 8. In 1923 two students 
graduated from the Normal and 7 from the Academy. One student 
entered the parochial school work, another went to our mission field 
in India, 5 entered Capital University, and two took up teaching 
in the public schools. In 1924 there were two Normal graduates. 
They both intend to serve in the parish school. There were 10 Acad- 
emy graduates. Three of these will enter our Normal in September. 


2. In the fall of 1922 the Board of Administration granted us 
$20,000 from the Million Dollar Offering. With this sum we pur- 
chased the residences of L. H. and Fred Hartman with the intention 
of using them for girls’ dormitories. One of these residences has 
been so used since January 1923. The other has been rented to 
a private family until we can fill it also with girl students. 

3. Our preparatory classes had become very small during the 
last years. In the June, 1923, meeting the Board authorized the 
faculty “to discontinue this class if conditions should warrant such 
a step”. In September, 1923, there were three pupils announced for 
this class. The faculty then discontinued it. This made it neces- 
sary to reduce the teaching force by one member. In March, 1924, 
Professor G. G. Allwardt resigned. The Board accepted this resig- 
nation and resolved “not to call a Professor for German for the 
present but to distribute the work of the German Department among 
the other teachers“. 


4. In a meeting held July 1, 1924, Prof. F. C. Mayer informed 
the Board that he had been offered a position as head of the Music 
School of Capital University. The Board granted him an honorable 
dismissal and decided not to call a full professor as music teacher, 
but to fill this position with an instructor. | 

5. a. The budget for the next biennium will be presented by 
our treasurer, Prof. C. C. Robinson. 


b. The term of office of the following board members ex- 
pires at this time: Rev. H. Lindemann, Ph. D.; Teacher J. J. 
Ballmer; Mr. E. J. Nieman and Mr. F. Mauntler.

Wuereas, The Ohio Synod must continue to supply those con- 
gregations which maintain parochial schools with teachers or compel 
them to seek teachers elsewhere, and 

Wuereas, The Woodville Normal, both by original design and 
present equipment, is the only school we have which can train real 
and competent parochial school teachers, and 

WHereas, The Woodville Normal can not exist without an acad- 
emy, and 

WHEREAS, The maintenance of two academies in the same terri- 
tory of Joint Synod is not economical; therefore be it 

Resolved, That we respectfully petition the Joint Synod to 
discontinue the academy at Columbus, Ohio, not to introduce a nor- 
mal course at Capital University, duplicating the one at Woodville, 
but to continue to maintain both the Normal School and Academy 
at the latter place. 

II 

The Alumni Association of the Woodville Normal and Academy 

has devised plans to raise an endowment fund of $100,000 for this 


school. We respectfully ask Joint Synod to approve these plans 
and to incorporate the Woodville Normal and Academy. 


III 
We respectfully ask Joint Synod to give us, if possible, from the 
Million Dollar Offering, the means to remodel our Boys’ Dormitory.

HEBRON ACADEMY 


We bless God for His many benefits to our Hebron Academy. 
He has graciously kept her, watched over her, and directed her so 
that the two years just passed have been most successful. No seri- 
ous cases of sickness or of school discipline have fallen to her portion. 
She continues to be fully accredited by the State of Nebraska and 
by the North Central Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges; 
and in her Normal Training Course she is considered by the State 
a State Normal Training High School. 


The Faculty of the Academy is now composed of three profes- 
sors, three instructors, and one assistant in piano. Professor Wm. 
H. Roselius, formerly instructor at the Academy, was installed as 
Professor of Mathematics and Science September 9, 1923. Prof. 
Roselius is also Director of Athletics and Coach. Mr. Wm. Young, 
graduate of Capital University and student of our Seminary, has 
since September, 1922, filled the vreancy left by Prof. Wm. L. 
Young, who followed a call to Capita) f Mersity. Mr. Harm Harms 
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is Head of the Commercial Department, which was opened at the 
beginning of the first semester 1922. This course has proven ex- 
tremely popular. In the summer of 1923 Prof. Roselius and Mr. 
Harm Harms attended the University of Nebraska and Miss Leum 
the University of North Dakota. This last June Mr. Harms re- 
ceived the M. A. degree from the University of Nebraska. In order 
to equip himself more fully for his work, President Hieronymus 
is now majoring in Education in a summer course at the University 
of Nebraska. An instructor in violin has been engaged for this 
coming school year, who will also take charge of some classes in the 
academic course. 

The Enrollment for the two years just passed continues to 
show a steady increase in the academic courses. 1922-1923: Acad- 
emic courses 73, Music Students 57, Grand total 130, Net total 105; 
Graduates 21, of which number one young man is attending St. 
Paul; besides these, 2 graduated from the Music Department and 
1 received a Certificate of Proficiency in Music. 1923-1924: 
Academic courses 84, Music Students 57, Grand total 141, Net total 
95; Graduates 16, of which number 2 boys will very likely attend 
Capital University and 3 some state schools; besides these, 2 post- 
graduate Normal Trainers received the Teacher’s Certificate and 1 
young lady the Certificate of Proficiency in Music. 

The Board has undergone a complete change in its clergy per- 
sonnel. Pastors Bartels, Harms, and Pohlman have followed calls 
outside of the district; our grateful appreciation of their services 
goes with them. Pastors Bierstedt, E. C. Meyer, and Voss have 
been appointed to take their places. Messrs. Middendorf and Struve 
are the other members of the Board. Mr. Struve’s term is the only 
one that holds over. Therefore at this Synod three pastors and 
one layman must be elected for the Hebron Academy Board. 


The Annual Appropriation asked for is $13,500. Through 
strict economy the same appropriation is asked for as has been 
received the last biennium, even though next year a new teacher 
will be added to the faculty. The budget showing seventy-five dol- 
lars more than is requested has been prepared by the treasurer and 
approved by the Board. 


A Request for Expansion is hereby most respectfully placed 
before Synod. The Board requests that there be added to the 
courses of Hebron Academy a Junior College and a Normal Course. 
This expansion in the courses offered at Hebron Academy will give 
our Lutheran young people of the west collegiate work in a Joint 
Synod school; it will furnish our young men preparing for the 
ministry an opportunity to continue their studies nearer home 
and thus induce more to continue; those contemplating state normal 
work could take up their work under Lutheran Christian influence; 
the community and neighboring cities and the District will furnish 
sufficient students to warrant such an expansion; the fortunate loca- 
tion of our school eliminates competition; the new Luther Hall is 
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large enough to accommodate the new courses; and the expected 
union with the Iowa Synod will occasion the close of the Iowa 
school at Sterling, Nebraska, and in consequence the territory of our 
school will be at least trebled in its immediate constituency. These 
reasons show conclusively that now is the time for Hebron Academy 
to expand her benefits for an even greater service to the Church. 

A request contingent upon the pleasure of Synod in regard to 
the expansion in courses at the Academy is that for an additional 
appropriation. In the event that Synod grant the expansion, the 
Board requests that $4,000 be added to the annual appropriation 
when the new courses are added.

LUTHER ACADEMY, MELVILLE, SASK., CANADA 


Praise and thanksgiving be to God, whose bountiful blessing 
we were permitted to experience in spite of the adverse industrial 
and commercial conditions during the last biennium. 


Luther Academy looks back to an existence of ten years. 
Founded as a preparatory school for our Seminaries it has always 
endeavored to attain this goal. Luther Academy has stood first in 
line among our institutions, which have prepared candidates for 
the holy ministry. This is again evidenced by the fact that 28 
of the 47 students attending during the last year have this goal 


in view, four of whom will continue their studies at St. Paul 
this fall. 


The curriculum conforms to that of the Department of Edu- 
cation in Saskatchewan, thereby enabling students to prepare for 
whatever calling in life they might wish to choose. At the close 
of this term 18 students passed departmental examinations, one for 


Senior matriculation, 6 for Junior matriculation and 11 for entrance 
into high schools. 


The Academy was commended for the efficient work done during 
the past year by one of the Inspectors of Secondary Schools of 
Saskatchewan. All that is necessary to receive full provincial recog- 
nition is to complete our courses in Physics, Chemistry and Music 
in such a way as to make them conform to the requirements of 
the Department of Education. Our institution must attain the goal 
for which it was founded and serve the Canada District in particular 
and the Church at large not only as a feeder for the ministry, but 
also to give our future generation the necessary opportunities to 
fill such vocations in life as to give our Church that position and 
rank to which her divine call entitles her. 


In view of the above facts we therefore petition the Honorable 
Joint Synod to grant us a fourth professor, who is to be president 
of the Academy. This is absolutely necessary, for only through 
proper representation in every way can our institution prosper. 
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We lacked the necessary room during the last year to take 
care of our male students, to say nothing of giving our girls an 
opportunity to avail themselves of the blessing our institution offers. 
Therefore we petition the Hon. Joint Synod for an appropriation of 
$150,000 to carry out the resolution of Joint Synod (See Minutes 
1922, page 143, 2 and 3). The committee appointed has secured a 
site in Regina, Sask., consisting of approximately 18 acres on con- 
dition that building operations begin during the year 1925. 

We have at all times endeavored to economize in the admin- 
istration of our synodical allowance, and we petition Joint Synod 
for an annual appropriation of $6,200, being $800 less than formerly.

ST. JOHN’S ACADEMY, PETERSBURG, WEST VIRGINIA 


During the past biennium God has graciously blessed our young- 
est institution. During the scholastic year of 1922-1923, 56 students 
were enrolled in our Academy; during 1923-1924, there were 68. 
A very successful Normal Course was conducted during the spring 
and summer months of last year. The above figures do not include 
these students nor those in the Music Course. In each of these 
two years there were five graduates. 

At present there are seven salaried instructors on our roll. 
The new names on the roster are Instructor Louis Schuette; Misses 
Higbee, Floer and Teter; Rev. L. Coopirrider. Owing to the num- 
ber of students, it became imperative to secure help in the faculty. 
In order to give aid in this time of emergency the Eastern District 
pledged itself to support the last named instructor for one year. 
Your Board petitions that the institution be allowed an instructor 
in addition to those previously allowed. As Joint Synod granted 
a professorship to our Academy at its last meeting, Teacher Egbert 
was elected to fill this office. mie wee also appointed head of the 
Normal Department. 

Thirteen acres adjoining our property were bought at a cost 
of $500 per acre. This purchase was necessary, if the future inter- 
ests of our institution were to be best served. The property was to 
be sold, and quick action was called for. Subsequent events have 
shown the wisdom of this decision. 

In response to a request an Arts and Craft Course was in- 
troduced without entailing extra expense for instructors. 


The Board requests Joint Synod to establish a Teachers’ Bureau, 
which shall list the members of our churches who are teaching 
in High Schools and other higher educational institutions. It is 
felt that this will be of service to our schools when teachers are 
to be employed. 


— 
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Mr. George Stutz resigned as a member of our Board. The 
vacancy was filled by the appointment of Mr. E. Johannesen of 
Baltimore, Md. The term of office has lapsed for the following 
members of the Board: Pastors F. H. Meyer and L. O. Burry, 
Messrs. George Mallow and E. Johannesen. 


The Board asks an appropriation of $11,000 annually for cur- 
rent expenses. In addition we would ask for special appropriations 
as follows: $3,000 to cover the debt on the Boys’ Dormitory; $3,666 
to cancel the debt incurred by the purchase of the above-mentioned 

property and $1,500 for a steam-heating plant for the Girls’ 

Dormitory.

WERNLE ORPHANS’ HOME, RICHMOND, IND. 


In spite of our many weaknesses God has in mercy continued 
to bless our Orphans’ Home, and the past two years have again 
demonstrated that His loving kindness shall never fail His children. 
With grateful hearts we submit the following report: 


The Superintendent.— Our newly elected Housefather and 
Housemother, Pastor C. D. Fischer and his wife, officially took 
charge of the institution November 26, 1922, and are supported = 
their responsible work by four helpers. 


received into the Home, and 14 children were dismissed. At present 


the family is composed of 52 boys and 32 girls. Total number of 
souls in the institution 92. 


The School. — This is the first time in our history that we are 
able to report coommencement exercises. Our first commencement 
was held June, 1923, with 4 children graduating from the eighth 
grade. Fitting exercises were held at the Home. This year there 
were three graduates, and our Wernle school and St. John’s Parish 
school of Richmond arranged for a joint commencement which was 
held in St. John’s Parish House. The children of both schools 
rendered an unusually attractive program. 

The Wernle Board has had under consideration the important 
question, whether we should not afford our boys and girls an oppor- 
tunity to attend High School and thus to become better equipped 
for life. Since our budget does not provide for the higher edu- 
cation of our children, and there are no funds available, we respect- 
fully refer this question to Joint Synod. 

The Farm. — Since the last meeting of Synod an excellent 
opportunity presented itself to dispose of an undesirable part of 
our old farm and to purchase a highly improved farm adjoining 
our own. Accordingly and with the consent of the Administration 
Board and the approval of the General President, the Board sold 
58 acres for a consideration of $8,700 and purchased a tract of 
approximately 80 acres for the sum of $15,600. Our appropriation 
from the Million Dollar Fund, when once we receive it, will more 
than take care of this investment. For the present we are obliged 
to borrow $6,900 and are paying interest on that amount. 

During the past two years the old farm produced the following: 
250 bushels potatoes, 1,040 bushels corn, 550 bushels wheat, 30 tons 
of hay, garden truck valued at $400; eggs and poultry valued at 
$740, meat and lard valued at $420. 

The inventory of live stock shows the following: Horses 5, 
cows 11, calves 3, hogs 5, chickens 240. 


. 
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Repairs. — In addition to minor repairs ordered by the Board, 
the Women’s Missionary Conference of Synod has tendered its kind 
offer to make extensive repairs and improvements, particularly in 
the kitchen and pantry. Among other thine: the women are in- 
stalling a large refrigerator, a modern sink, oleum coverings, etc. 
The liberality of our kind women deserves special recognition. 

The Finances. — From the financial report it will appear that 
our last appropriatioon was not sufficient to meet our legitimate 
obligations. We were obliged to borrow $1,400. 


The Budget. — After careful consideration we respectfully ask 
Synod for the following appropriations: 


For current expenses, $1,200 per month. 
For general repairs, $1,000 per annum. 
For higher education, $2,000 per annum. 
To cover deficit, $1,000. 

Special repairs in laundry, $500. 


Constitution. — The Board finds it difficult to operate under 
some of the provisions of the constitution and requests Synod to 
arrange for a revision of the constitution. 

Terms of Office. — The terms of office of the following mem- 
bers have expired: Rev. M. L. Baum, Dayton, O.; George Deuker, 
Richmond, Ind.; Emil Holterman, Ft. Wayne, Ind. 

M. D. O.— Synod will kindly note that our institution has 
not yet been remembered by the Million Dollar Offering Fund.

ST. JOHN’S HOMES, MARS, PA. 


“Except the Lord build the house, they labor in vain that build 
it: except the Lord keep the city, the watchman waketh but in vain.” 
Thus we confess in submitting this biennial report of St. John’s 
Old Folks’ and St. John’s Orphans’ Home, Mars, Pa. We praise 
God for His mercy and truth and we look forward to His gracious 
help, praying, “Lord, I beseech Thee, send now prosperity.” 

The board submits for favorable consideration the following: 


Old Folks’ Home. — During the past biennium 4 men and 
6 women were admitted, 2 were dismissed and 7 were called by 
death. At present the Home shelters 18 men and 15 women, a 
total of 33. 

Orphans’ Home. — During the past biennium 14 boys and 5 
girls were admitted, 8 were dismissed. At present there are 18 
boys and 12 girls in the Home, a total of 30. By divine providence 
our children were protected against serious sickness and death. 

The Suhr Memorial Hospital which was chiefly the gift of and 
founded by Mr. Charles L. Suhr, Mrs. J. C. Black, and Mrs. E. A. 
Burch, children of the sainted Henry Suhr and wife, members of 
Good Hope church, Oil City, Pa., has been completed. Many other 
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benefactors contributed towards building and equipment. It was 
dedicated to the service of the Master on June 15, 1924. Thankfully 
acknowledging this much needed gift of God, we pray Him that it 
be a blessing to many sufferers. We recommend to this honorable 
body that this hospital be opened to the public. 

We further recommend to this honorable body that the Super- 
intendent of the Homes be relieved of all outside duties, that he 
receive an increase of salary and that a proper home be provided for 
him. 

Owing to the increased cost of living and expenditures we 
petition this honorable body to grant an appropriation of $20,000 
annually during the ensuing biennium for the maintenance of the 
Homes. 

We gratefully acknowledge the faithful and liberal support 


from congregations, Ladies’ Aid Societies and individuals to the 
Homes. 


The assistance of the advisory members of the board, author- 
ized by this honorable body to be elected by the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Conference, is accepted with deep appreciatioon, and we 
heartily welcome their future cooperation and interest in the Homes. 

Since the terms of office of Rev. G. D. Simen and Mr. George 
A. Troutman have expired, we ask this honorable body to fill these 
vacancies. The terms of office is six years.

ST. JOHN’S OLD FOLKS HOME AND HOSPITAL, 
SPRINGFIELD, MINN. 


With hearts filled with gratitude to the Lord for His help and 
assistance during the past two years, we say: “O give thanks unto 
the Lord, for He is good: for His mercy endureth for ever.” We 
were never obliged to suffer want; He richly gave all the necessities 
of life; He graciously preserved among us the means of grace, and 
when trouble, sickness or death entered our home, we had the un- 
failing comfort of God. 


We beg to submit to your honorable body the following report 
covering the last two years. In the Old Folks’ Home we cared for 
22 persons: 10 men, 12 women; 5 persons were received; 4 entered 
into their rest; 3 were dismissed, leaving 15 persons for whom we 
have to care. Throughout the two years the home was always filled. 
Therefore in this report, as in the previous ones, we are obliged to 
call your attention to the following very deplorable conditions: Also 
during the last biennium your board received many inquiries and 
applications for admission — 32 in all,— but we could receive only 
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5 persons. We beg the Honorable Synod to consider, how sad, how 
depressing, how embarrassing it is for your board to be compelled 
to say to needy old people, undeservedly reduced to distress, want 
and misery, standing before us in trembling expectation and with 
tears in their eyes — we refer here to actual facts and cases —: 
Christian charity can do nothing for you, because your church lacks 
the necessary funds to provide for you a refuge and home in your 
time of old age, where you could pass the closing days of life in 
peace and comfort. 

Whereas, the conditions in the home are such, that we cannot 
do our work as it should be done: we again petition your honorable 
body for permission to proceed at once with the erection of a suit- 
able building so necessary for our work. 

We could not make use of the permission of the Honorable Synod 
of the year 1922, that is, to borrow the necessary money and to 
proceed with the erection of a building; for the granted amount 
at our disposal does not enable us to pay the interest on the borrowed 
money, because we need every dollar to keep up the home and to 
care for the inmates. The Administration Board discourages our 
hope of obtaining the granted $25,000 from the Million Dollar Of- 
fering within a definite period of time. 

Further, we can report that the Hospital Department did much 
to enable us to live without particular distress within the means 
granted by Synod. 

The Treasurer’s report will give information concerning the 
financial condition of the Home. 

The domestic management of the institution since March 18th 
of this year, is in the hands of Deaconess Catharina von Spreckelsen, 
a sister of the Henriettenstift at Hanover, Germany, whom the 
Stift kindly placed at our disposal. This new arrangement, we 
firmly hope, will in the course of time serve for the welfare of the 
institution. | 

We beg further to report that the time of office expires in the 
case of the following board members: the pastors P. J. Haupt and 
Wm. Striepe and the lay member E. Bauch. 

In conclusion may we extend our hearty thanks to all the 
brethren of Synod and also to all the members of the different 
Ladies’ Aid Societies for all the help and assistance we received.

GRACE LUTHERAN SANATORIUM, SAN ANTONIO, TEXAS 


By the grace of our Heavenly Father we have been permitted 
to serve Him ‘in the work of Grace Lutheran Sanatorium for two 
more years. 


We deem it a great privilege to dispense to the sick and needy 


the gifts of members of our Synod and other friends who are 
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moved by love and sympathy to relieve distress for Jesus’ sake, 
and we would give all praise and honor for successes attained to 
Him from Whom all blessings flow. 


We pray He may continue to grant to all connected with our 
Institution the spirit of harmony and contentment which has been 
specially marked during the last two years and that the physical 
and spiritual care received by those entrusted to us may result in 
greater love to Him Who is the true Physician of our souls and 
bodies. 

The most notable external progress we may report is the erection 
of the kitchen and dining room building by means of $25,000 granted 
from the Million Dollar Offering. Only those who were familiar 
with former conditions and have seen the new building can under- 
stand how much we appreciate this improvement. The expenses 


incurred for equipment of this building have all been met by special 


gifts and proceeds from the sale of Christmas Seals, so that no 
debt has resulted. We wish to express our gratitude to God and 
the members of Synod who by their contributions to the M. D. O. 
have made possible the erection of this much needed building and 
have provided the equipment by their special gifts. 

Referring to Joint Synod’s resolutions of 1922 we wish to say 
that, in compliance with instructions received, we have continued 
our efforts to secure a suitable man as superintendent who should 
devote all his time to the Sanatorium. We corresponded with the 
District Presidents and made inquiries of two men nominated and 
acceptable to your Board. In both instances we met with refusal to 
consider such a call. We are of the opinion that, since the admin- 
istration of sanatorium affairs is satisfactory, the present superin- 
tendent should be retained if possible and that a residence should 
be provided, so he may live on the sanatorium grounds and be en- 
abled to give the major portion of his time to its interests. In our 
estimation, this will solve the problem for the present. We, there- 
fore, request authority to erect on the sanatorium grounds a super- 
intendent’s residence costing not to exceed $9,000, provided we see 
our way clear to do so without additional appropriation. 


We beg to state that our auditing committee has regularly 
audited all sanatorium accounts as well as all reports presented to 
Joint Synod biennially. However, by an oversight, the certificate 
of the auditing committee stating that it had found the report cor- 
rect was omitted from the report sent in for publication in 1922. 


Following the last meeting of Joint Synod your Board elected 
officers who have served as follows: Rev. Paul F. Hein, president; 
Rev. E. G. Knaak, secretary; Mr. C. A. Krueger, treasurer. 


Jointly with the Home Mission Board and Grace Church we 
have called Mr. Irvin M. Otto, a graduate of our Columbus Semin- 
ary, and he is to assume the chaplaincy at the Sanatorium in which 
Rev. E. G. Knaak has served for several years. 
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The term of office of the following members of the Board has 
expired: Rev. E. G. Knaak and Dr. J. A. Mueller.

BOARD OF MISSIONS 


HOME MISSIONS 


The fulfillment of our Master’s promise which He added to His 
great missionary command was again realized during the past two 
years in our work of Home Missions, for which we are truly thankful. 

The total number of missionaries was 159, while the number on 
our list on July 1, 1924, was 124. 

During the past two years eight missions declared themselves 
self-sustaining. During this time 23 pastors and 24 graduates from 
our theological seminaries, 11 from Columbus and 13 from St. Paul, 
accepted calls into home mission fields. Since July 1, 1922, fourteen 
new missions were organized and manned with missionaries and 
seven established congregations or charges were placed on the list 
of missions. To offset the latter, five missions relieved the mission 
treasury of further support by uniting with neighboring congrega- 
tions. Only three missions are without pastors at this time and at 
least two of these will again be supplied by the time of the meeting 
of Joint Synod. Two missions were discontinued because the pros- 
pects did not justify continuation of the work. 

We are sorry to be compelled to report that three mission con- 
gregations upon which considerable time and money had been spent 
withdrew from our synod. 


The Ultimate Object of Our Home Mission Activities 


This subject was thoroughly discussed at our last meeting 
with the District Presidents. The preaching of the Everlasting 
Gospel and administration of the Holy Sacraments are the chief 
thing, but linked with this is our aim to place our missionaries and 
expend our people’s contributions where there is a nucleus of Chris- 
tians to start with, but where there is also a considerably large un- 
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churched element to furnish material to be worked up and gathered 
into the missions with the ultimate aim that the missions after a 
reasonable number of years may grow into self-sustaining con- 
gregations. 


During the past years we have had too many small congre- 
gations, located in small towns and country districts, where there 
is practically no material for mission work. As fast as is practicable 
such congregations are being united with neighboring congregations 
or are referred to their respective districts for support. 


The Splendid Progress of Many of Our Missions 


While a number of our missions located in country districts have 
met with great discouragements and even hardships due to failure 
of crops and low prices of farm products, the majority of our mis- 
sions located in larger towns and cities have made splendid progress 
during the past two years in increase of membership and financial 
contributions for their own household and the various treasuries of 
synod, some having received large classes of children and adults 
~ and reporting an average contribution per communicant member up 
is to $7 for benevolences and up to and even above $35 for all purposes. 


2 One Regret — 

i While some of our missions from year to year are assuming 
3 considerably more of the support of their pastor, the net total ad- 
* ditional amount assumed by all of our missions during the past two 
* years has been unusually small, amounting for the year 1923 to only 
$3,000 and for the year 1924 to less than $3,500. 

ve The purchasing of property and building of churches and also 
the ambition to be among those who annually raise at least the 
minimum quota for all treasuries may in part account for this, but 
whatever the reason or the reasons may be, we feel constrained to 
call attention to this situation and to urge our missionaries and our 
missions to do all they possibly can toward becoming self-sustaining, 
so that the relief thus given the treasury can be applied to new 
mission fields. 


Increase of Missionaries’ Salaries a Good Investment 


While present conditions may not warrant increasing the mini- 

mum salary of $1,000 and parsonage or rent, nor the maximum of 

op $1,500 with parsonage or rent, there ought to be a revision upward 

8 from the minimum among the men in the field, which revision would 

bey: have been made for the year 1924 if the condition of the treasury 
had allowed this. 

* But notwithstanding that no revision upward in salaries has 

been made during the past two years a greater contentment among 

our men has been quite noticeable since the increase of salaries three 

years ago and is evidenced by the fact that there has been less 
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moving among the missionaries during the past two years than ever 
before, that more than $5,000 was saved on moving expenses during 
this time. 


It has also been less difficult to obtain older and experienced 
men for the mission fields, since we can offer them at least an ap- 
proximately living salary, and the placing of experienced pastors into 
mission fields, even tho this required larger salaries, has proven to be 
a splendid investment. | 


Organization 


After the last meeting of Joint Synod the Board organized by 
re-electing Rev. A. C. Schiff President of the Board and the Revs. 


A. C. Schiff, Geo. Troutman and E. F. Wm. Stellhorn the Executive 
Committee. 


Finances 


Though the Board two years ago felt compelled to ask for a larger 
appropriation the contributions from our congregations during the 
past two years did not total much more than they did for the two 
years previous. 

The Board, taking notice of this, held back as much as possible 
to keep the expenditures as near the actual receipts as possible. 

Although Joint Synod fixed the appropriation at $115,000 per 
year, hoping that our people might furnish even $125,000 per year, 
and in spite of the fact that the total expenditures were kept within 
less that $100,000 per year, we are compelled to report a deficit of 
$17,730.11 on July 1, 1924. 


Mission Services 


In view of the fact that the expense for these amounts to thou- 
sands of dollars, which must be paid out of the receipts for mis- 
sions, we respectfully ask whether the time has not arrived to re- 
lieve the mission treasuries of this expense by instructing the Book 
Concern to sell these services instead of furnishing them free to the 
congregations at the expense of the mission treasuries? We believe 
that most congregations would gladly pay for these services out 
of their regular funds to relieve the mission treasuries of this con- 
siderable expense. 


Meetings With the District Presidents 


Two such meetings were held within the past two years, each 
meeting lasting two entire days, with three sessions each day. 

These meetings are proving more profitable from year to year, 
as the District Presidents become more thoroughly acquainted with 
the needs and requests of the various districts of synod and are more 
able to appreciate the many problems the Board has to solve, espe- 
cially in view of the limited and insufficient funds available both in 
the Home Mission and Church Building Fund treasuries. 
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Our Pouwe Needs 


A. For Home Missions: While the Board tried to keep the ex- 
penditures of this treasury as far as possible within the actual re- 
ceipts and deferred entering some very promising new fields in our 
larger cities, we felt that unless we would begin work in some of 
these places which have been under consideration for years, our op- 
portunities would be lost. As the Board did not want to be held 
responsible for such losses we placed missionaries into a number of 
these places this summer, confidently hoping and expecting that our 
people will sufficiently increase their contributions during this bien- 
nium to cover the deficit and meet the increased expenses, which at 
the present time are running about $9,000 per month. 

We therefore respectfully ask for an appropriation of $125,000 
per annum. 


| B. For Australia. Since the Australian District did not suc- 
ceed in obtaining the two additional men, but only one, who will 
leave for Australia during the month of August, and since Treasurer 
Conrad has a balance of $3,189.75 in this treasury, no appropriation — 
will be needed for Australia, as the present balance will cover the 
appropriations in force. 


C. Brazil, S. A.: While we reported two years ago that two 
of the pastors of the Ev. Luth. Synod of Katharina, Parana and other 
States, who are stationed in the northern State of Espirito Santo had 
applied for membership into our synod, action on these applications 
was deferred until after the meeting of the Synod in Brazil last 
summer. At this meeting, which at the request of the Board was 
also attended by the pastors who had made application to our Synod, 
the Synod of Katharina, Parana and other States of Brazil asked 
these pastors to withdraw their application for membership in our 
synod, which was done. It was unanimously agreed upon and re- 
solved to organize the synod into two districts, the Southern and the 
Northern. The Synod respectfully and urgently requests our sister 
synod of Iowa and other States to continue granting temporary sup- 
port to the Southern District, and our Synod to support the Northern 
District. 

The Board after conferring with our worthy General President, 
our Vice-President and with the officials of the Honorable Synod of 
Iowa and other States, and with the approval and consent of all 
parties concerned consented to this arrangement and granted a total 
appropriation of $2,100 for the year 1924 toward the support of the 
pastors Thos, Petersen and W. Wrede and a number of other pastors 
placed into this district from Hermansburg and Neuendettelsau, Ger- 
many, by the Synod of Kaharina, Parana and other States. 


In view of the needs in the much larger Southern District an 
appropriation of $300 was also granted for this district. 


The requests for the future needs of the Northern District which 
held its session in June could not possibly reach us in time for this 
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printed report, as these requests must first be sent to officials of their 
synod for approval, but will be submitted at this meeting of synod. 
This honorable body will have to determine whether the present ar- 
rangement agreed upon by your Board until this meeting of synod 
is to be continued and how large an appropriation is to be granted 
for this work. After deducting the amount still due to meet the 
appropriations granted for 1924 the General Treasurer will have a 
balance of about $1,500 in this treasury. 


Church Building Fund 


While we rejoice to report that the refunds to this treasury have 
been larger during the past two years than ever before, the contri- 
butions from our congregations for the purpose of increasing this 
fund were a disappointment, though Joint Synod two years ago 
urged that our congregations set as their aim for total contributions 
the sum of $25,000 per annum. 

This fund ought to be at least twice as large as it is to meet 
present needs and demands, therefore we again urge our pastors and 
congregations to do more to increase this fund which is so essential 
in starting new missions.. 

It would be almost useless in most instances to place a mission- 
ary into a new field if no provision can be made to purchase a suit- 
able site and build a chapel. While the money furnished is granted 
as a loan without interest for five years, the principal flows back into 
the treasury and keeps on aiding mission congregations. 

We respectfully ask Joint Synod to urge our congregations to 
remember this treasury more liberally with regular contributions and 
special gifts. 

Election 

The term of office of the Revs. A. C. Schiff and D. P. Ebert ex- 
pires with this session of Synod, so that two men will have to be 
elected at this time to serve six years.

Evangelistic Labors.—— The ten main stations have been as- 
signed to the following missionaries: Kodur to Rev. C. Scriba. 
Tirupati to Rev. Carl M. Doermann, 1922. Puttur to Rev. Carl D. 
Schwan, 1923. Sulurpet to Rev. George J. Schaefer, 1923. Nayu- 
dupet to Rev. Andrew W. Wilch, 1921. Gudur, Rapur, Vacadu to 
Rev. Carl W. Oberdorfer, 1921. Venkatagiri Town, Kalahasti, to 
Rev. Arthur B. Nicholson, 1922. Rev. Elmer S. Nicholson and 
Mr. Milton Schramm devote their full time to school work at 
Tirupati. 

Our three India pastors are laboring at the following places: 
Nayudupet, Rev. D. Punitudu. Rajampeta, Rev. Nelluballi Isaac, 
transferred back to this range in 1923. Rapur, Rev. S. Ahron, or- 
dained in 1923 in accordance with the directions given to the Board 
by Synod at Detroit. In addition to these ordained men, there are 
21 deacons and catechists who also do evangelistic work. 

The Ranges, belonging to the different stations, are divided, a 
certain part being assigned to each deacon. These men are expected 
to visit at stated times the preaching places assigned to them. As 
often as possible, the station missionary accompanies them. The 
heads of the higher schools at Kodur, Tirupati, Puttur, Gudur, and 
Nayudupet, in company with some of their pupils, also do village 
preaching. As soon as Miss Buttikofer has acquired a sufficient 
mastery of the vernacular, she will again take up the work of car- . 
rying the Bible to the native women into their homes. The cate- 
chists are expected to do evangelistic work, perhaps we had better 
say apologetic work, especially when they occupy places where there 
are few, if any, Christians. To increase this class of workers, a 
class has been gathered from among the teachers in our elemen- 
tary schools. Under Rev. Scriba this class has for more than a 
year received instructions in theological branches. 

In this way the Word of God is being preached not only in the 
ten main stations, but also in the streets of some of the hundreds 
of villages found in our field. That there is room for more laborers 
in this department of our work must be apparent to every one who 
keeps in mind that there are fully two thousand villages with 
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nearly one million natives who are entirely dependent on us for the 
Bread and the Water of Life. Every main station should have a 
station missionary. We should have a larger number of ordained 
India pastors and of catechists and deacons who can help in 
preaching in the villages in which they live as well as in those 
which they can reach from where they live. These are some of the 
men for whom our Board, at the direction of Synod, has been solicit- 
ing special support. The work done by the India workers has been 
signally blessed in the past two years. In 1923 alone 286 converts 
were baptized. In most cases the preliminary work had been done 
by teachers, catechists and deacons. The now blind deacon Gad 
prepared 26 persons for baptism in the Kodur range in 1922 and 
1923. 

The regular and the special means needed for the continuance 
and for the enlarging of this branch of our work should surely not 
be decreased, but generously increased. 

Educational Work. — We have in our field one hundred Ele- 
mentary Schools and one hundred and twenty-one elementary teach- 
ers of whom a number have been attending the Catechists’s Seminary. 
Besides we have several Higher Elementary Schools, several Middle 
Schools for boys and for girls, and one High School for boys, though 
one girl was admitted experimentally in 1923. Then we have a 
Teachers’ Seminary, a Catechists’ Seminary, an Industrial School, 
a Lace School and three Boarding Schools. In addition to the 121 
elementary teachers there are employed in the higher schools 57 
teachers, of whom 9 are non-Christians. 

The total number of pupils in our schools is: 


Elementary schools 2,416 
Beyond the elementary schools 883 


The India Conference has paid especial attention to the India 


school problems. It aims at getting more uniformity in the courses 


and schedules in the whole field; at getting better qualified teachers; 
at getting better equipments; at getting more interest aroused both 
among the teachers and parents, so that the pupils will be sent 
to school more regularly; at getting all Christian teachers into all 
the schools; at getting a few more American teachers to head and 
to strengthen the teaching force. 

To economize in teachers and in money the Boarding School 
for Boys at Puttur was combined with a similar school at Tirupati, 
and the Boarding School for Girls at Kodur was combined with a 
similar school at Gudur. In one or more cases a school had to be 
reduced in grade or had to be closed entirely. Imperative necessity 
demands economy even in cases where it should not be exercised. 
The Gudur Girls’ Boarding School is so crowded that girls had to 
be turned away. 
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To help school matters along, Mr. Milton Schramm called in 


1923 for a short term for the present. The efforts of the Board at 


finding another young man to go to work in our High School have 
so far been in vain. We have been obliged to employ some non- 
Christian teachers, because we cannot find Christians in India who 
are capable of taking these places,.nor have we been able to find 
Christians in America who are ready to undertake the great and 
important work of helping to prepare Christian teachers for our 
India schools. 

The Board has also called Miss Ruth Meyer to assist Miss 
Laura Nicholson in the Girls’ School at Gudur. Though Miss Meyer 
had not yet finished her course at our Normal School at Wood- 
ville, Ohio, the India Conference requested that she be sent at 
once, seeing that her help was needed. | 

Unfortunately the lack of men and the scant means at our 
disposal made it necessary to decline some requests to begin schools 
in purely heathen communities. This, of course, closes the doors 
which had been opened to us and may mean the loss of future 
opportunity, yes, it may mean loss of souls. 

The help rendered by our friends of missions in assuming the 
support of pupils in our Boarding Schools at Tirupati, Gudur, 
and Nayudupet has made it possible to put a Christian education 
within reach of above 250 poor children. Our Boarding Schools 
must as yet serve a varied purpose: They are Orphans’ Homes as 
well as places where beneficiary education is given. Under exist- 
ing conditions it is from these schools that we must recruit the 
ranks of our India workers from the elementary teacher on to the 
ordained pastor. Of course, not every protege turns out to be 
what one may expect him to be. Not all will make teachers and 
the like. Yet, we may be sure that also in their case the Word 
of God which they have learned will not return void. 

The Industrial School has been doing remarkably well. The 
number of boys has increased and the work turned out has increased 
in bulk and in quality. 


The Lace School has now been conveniently housed and is 
ready to do more and better work. Unfortunately an import duty 
of 90 per cent makes the sale of India laces almost prohibitive in 
our country. We must kindly ask our good friends not to look at 
the price and the goods alone when asked to buy lace made in our 
Lace School, but also to the present and future material and spir- 
itual aid which they are permitted to render some poor needy girls. 


The School of Agriculture, which has repeatedly been considered 
by the India Conference and by the Board, has not yet materialized. 
A young man who had offered himself to our Board could not be 
employed by us and is now employed by the Board of the United 
Lutheran Church. Another young man who at his own expense 
has attended Capital University with a view of preparing him- 
self for this kind of work, has not yet been given the assurance that 
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he can count on being appointed. The reason for this hesitation, 
both at home and in India, is the lack of the necessary and not 
insignificant funds. If we could only find some farmers in our Synod 
who would undertake this work! They would thereby help to feed a 
people of whom it is said that the great majority of them go to 
bed hungry every night. 


Our missionaries realize that we must educate in India or 
our work will perish. They are surely doing all they can in this 
direction and should receive every possible encouragement from the 
home base. Twenty-six Standard School Houses have been donated 
to our field in India. About one-half have been built and have 
been dedicated to their noble use amidst the joy of the native 
Christians. The rest will be built as soon as possible. 


Eleemosynary Work.— This phase of our work dare not be 
overlooked. It has, moreover, been receiving attention, though the 
results may not be what some have expected. The quest for a 
doctor who would take this matter in hands has brought our Board 
acquaintance with quite a number of medical persons of both sexes, 
in the United States and Canada and of various schools of medicine, 
but if brought us no doctor for India! It was finally considered 
best, both by the India Conference and by the Board, to have 
Rev. Floyd B. Kantzer, who had after a year’s study at Livingstone 
College taken in hand the Dispensary at Kodur, return to this coun- 
try and complete a regular course of medicine and surgery. Ac- 
cordingly he arrived in America in May 1923. Immediately ar- 
rangements were made for his course. After considering several 
medical and surgical schools, Chicago University was selected. To 
meet the entrance requirements, Rev. Kantzer took a summer course 
at Capital University. Since the fall of 1923 he has been working 
hard and successfully in Chicago, making good grades. The Board, 
feeling the lack of funds, asked the Women’s Missionary Conference 
whether they could not assume Rev. Kantzer’s support already 
during the time of his preparation. This wish was granted. The 
first year’s support was, however, furnished by Mrs. Trautman, 
Butler, Penna., she paying $1,000 and Rev. E. Poppen, Grove City, 
Ohio, paying $500, this amount being the proceeds of his lecture 
on Woman’s Work in the Church. Rev. Poppen has already paid a 
second $500 for 1924 for the same purpose. 


All medical schools of any standing have lengthened their course, 
so that we cannot expect to have Rev. Kantzer back in India as a 
full-fledged doctor for several years. The Board has, therefore, 
tried to get some practicing physician to go to India for a short 
term, say for three or more years. Until this day no one has been 
found who could see his way clear to go. 


Since Rev. Kantzer’s return to America caused a vacancy in the 
Kodur Dispensary, the Board called Miss Pernilla Hagen, a Reg- 
istered Nurse, who had been doing dispensary work in Duluth, 
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Minn. She has gone to India and is at — learning the Telugu 
language and aiding the suffering. 


To have a place to which to send our own tubercular people 
and also to help to keep up such an institution for the good of 
others, our India Conference became a member of a Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium Association, doing work similar to our Sanatorium at 
San Antonio, Texas. It did not seem the right thing to take 
favors without bearing any of the burdens. The institution is 
undenominational. The money necessary to join the Association was 
paid by some friends of the afflicted. The annual dues will, we hope, 
also be forthcoming. 


It was Rev. Kantzer’s judgment, and soon became the convic- 
tion of the India Conference, that a building is necessary to house 
and properly to conduct the dispensary at Kodur. Hence a peti- 
tion was submitted by that Conference to the Board for about 
$1,600 for the purpose of erecting a modest building at Kodur 
for this purpose. Under God’s gracious guidance the necessary sum 
was soon on the way to India. It came from the Sunday-school 
at Butler, Penna., from Mr. C. H. Trautman of the same place, 
from Rev. A. A. Dapper, Crestline, Ohio, and from a friend in 
Nebraska. In addition to the money needed for the erection of 
a building, Mrs. Elizabeth Singer gave $400 for the equipping of 
the dispensary. Here we have another proof that God still hears 
and answers the prayers of His children. 


The Leper Asylum at Kodur needs some more room. The orig- 
inal plant was intended only for from 20 to 30 inmates. However, 
there have been as high as 40 afflicted ones in the place. The old 
catechist, himself a leper, had to relinquish his position, owing to 
the ravages made by the dread disease. Another man has been 
appointed in his place. A new dwelling had to be furnished this 
man. 


Some friends have sent special gifts for this work, so that the 
needed building can be constructed with little or no special appro- 
priation from the mission treasury. 


In regard to the proposed India Hospital we can report that 
Renigunta, an outstation belonging to Puttur Range, has been 
selected as the village where the building is to be erected. This is 
territory purchased by our Synod and is also accessible from any 
of the ten stations found in our field as at present constituted. The 
selecting of a building site has been delayed by the fact that it has 
been difficult to find an abundance of good water. We hope that 
this question has by this time been satisfactorily settled. Long 
since the Board has directed the India Conference to have tentative 
plans made in India, so that the proper attention can be paid to the

Though very desirous that the hospital matter go on as rapidly 
as possible, the Woman’s Missionary Conference has not grown 
weary in well-doing. Evidently the good women realize that nothing 
could be done definitely until after the meeting of Joint Synod in 
1922, and that it is no easy thing to set in motion as great a project 
as this at such a distance from the home base. It takes three months 
before a reply usually reaches the inquirer. The Hospital Fund 
has in the meantime grown to fully $40,000. This sum is drawing 
interest. It is thus aiding in making possible the more complete 
furnishing of the hospital. The Thankoffering Boxes distributed 
by the Women’s Missionary Conference are intended to yield the 
means with which to maintain the hospital, including the salary 
of the doctor. It would be a thing devoutly to be wished, that all 
our pastors interest themselves and their good women in this good 
work.

The Estimated Annual Budget 


The India Conference through its President Rev. Carl W. Ober- 
dorfer, submitted the following estimate for the work in India for 
the year 1924:

It is somewhat of a sad surprise to find the General Treasurer 
make the statement that less money was received for our Foreign 
Mission work in the last year than in the year preceding. The 
Board very naturally asks: What may be the cause of this? Have 
our pastors and people grown weary of this work? Have some 
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been brought under the wrong impression that a work of such 
proportions should not cost as much? Whatever the cause may be, 
the decrease in the offerings for the cause of foreign missions is, 
at best, not encouraging to the Board, to the native Christians and 
least of all, to those who are already at work in India or who 
may be called to go thither. 

Our India Beneficiary Work. — As directed by the Hon. Joint 
Synod, the expenses caused by the beneficiary work done in India 
is not included in the regular budget, or appropriations made for 
the work of foreign missions. The funds needed are raised by 
means of special contributions made by individuals, by Sunday- 
schools, and other church organizations. These moneys are, as a 
rule, sent to the secretary of the Board who keeps the necessary 
accounts and gives credit in our church papers, while he turns 
over the money to Mr. William Altman, the treasurer of the Board. 
Mr. Altman, in turn, sends the money to Rev. A. W. Wilch, the 
treasurer of the India Conference. This arrangement has been 
observed for only a part of the closing biennium. This accounts 
for a special statement not being made in the report of Mr. Altman. 

The first and most numerous class of beneficiaries are the 
pupils in our Boarding Schools at Tirupati, Nayudupet and Gudur. 
At Tirupati are found 47 boys. Of these 20 attend the high school. 
The others are pupils in the elementary and in the middle schools. 
In Nayudupet there are 98 boys. In Gudur there are 104 girls. 
All of these boys and girls have found patrons who have paid $25, 
some few $35, a year for the support of scholarships. Some friends 
have not taken up the payment of a scholarship, but have sent single 
donations. These contributions may, in course of time, enable the 
Board to furnish more room, especially for a number of girls 
who must be turned away from Gudur as long as there is no room 
for them. In a year or two the number of beneficiaries and of 
patrons will easily reach 300. We have reason to be thankful for 
the ready help rendered in this part of our work by our people. 
May the Lord continue to move the hearts of our friends to continue 
in the good work. 

In addition to these beneficiary pupils, we have a number of 
India missionary workers, such as teachers and catechists on our 
beneficiary list. At Detroit, in 1922, Synod, instead of increasing 
the annual appropriation, as requested by the Board, told the 
Board that it might have such contributions as might be made 
for the support of any native workers, without having such con- 
tributions counted as part of Synod’s appropriation. In other words, 
Synod said: “We cannot appropriate any more money for the work 
in India, but if you can find some friends who are willing to do 
something special for you, you may use what you may get in this 
way.” The result has been that during the past biennium 25 patrons 
have furnished the full support of a teacher and 17 a part of the 
support. In all about $3,000 have in this way been added to the 
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support of the India mission. The greater number of these patrons 
are among those who are doing a noble part of the general work. 
Their special contributions have evidently not diminished their sup- 
port of the general work. There are indications that some friends 
of our India mission will follow the example of the Missionary 
Society of Capital University and will assume the support of one 
of our white missionaries. May the Lord speed the day and in- 
crease the number! 

If Synod is able and ready to add about $10,000 to the 
appropriations urgently needed and asked for in our budget, it 
would be a matter of no little satisfaction to our Board. It could 
then be saved the special effort of getting “extra” help. While 
at home we have special Boards for mission work, for educational 
work, for eleemosynary work, and for beneficiary education, all has 
been assigned to only one Board in the India work. While each 
of the other boards gets its own appropriation, the India Board gets 
only one appropriation for all phases of the work to be done. This 
accounts for the fact that the India Board must depend upon the 
kindly help of those who are ready to do more than others are 
evidently able or ready to do. This accounts also for the fact 
that this Board must come before our friends with special appeals. 
We make mention of these facts to prevent or to remove false 
impressions which may get abroad. 

Transfer of Property to our Synod in India. — While some 
correspondence has been carried on in this matter nothing decisive 
could be done. Too many problems have been left for time to 
solve, but time has not yet brought the desired solution. The Board 
has no fault to find with the Government with which we have had to 
deal. It has evidently done what can be done under existing con- 
ditions. The brethren at Hermannsburg have expressed their grati- 
fication over the fact that the work in their former field is meeting 
with evident success. Our work has in no way been hindered by 
the fact that no formal transfer of the property has been made. 

Efforts Made to Give Needed Information About Our India, 
Work. — The columns of our church papers have been utilized in 
setting forth the character and needs of our field in India. Two 
illustrated lectures on this work are offered to any of our pastors. 
They have been used in a goodly number of cases. The secretary 
of the Board has spent most of the Sundays in different congre- 
gations to present information. The use of the press has not been 
what it should be, owing to the almost prohibitive cost of printing. 
The same is true of pictures and “cuts”. Thanks are due to the 
people of Marion, Ohio, Rev. J. W. Schillnger, and to the people 
at Bucyrus, Ohio, Rev. A. O. Bertram for presenting a Victor Lan- 
tern to our Board for the use of our secretary in his lecture on 
the history of our work in India. 

Seeking to Make Arrangements for the Educating of Women 
for the Mission Field. — Since there is much room and need for 
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the work of women in our India field, but since there is no special 
arrangement at any of our educational institutions to impart an 
education such as would be of great benefit to these women, our 
Board has at the suggestion of the Men’s Missionary Conference 
appointed a committee to lay this matter before the Board of Capital 
University. Our hope is that that body can see its way clear to 
arrange for such a course. 

Points Needing Special Attention on the Part of Synod. — The 
election of members of the Board. The requested increase of the 
appropriations for the next biennium. 

Statistical Tables. — Statistical tables have been compiled by 
the secretary of the Board from the annual reports of the mis- 
sionaries. They are herewith submitted. Synod may decide what 
shall be done with them. | 

Summary Statements Taken from the Annual Reports of the 
Missionaries. — To aid our pastors the secretary has also prepared 
summary statements useful in missionary addresses. It would be 
well if these could find some circulation. 

Brethren, we have abundant reasons to be thankful to God, to 
our missionaries, to our India workers, to our pastors and people 
for the favors and encouragement bestowed upon our Board during 
the past biennium. : 

Let us not grow weary in well-doing, for in due season we 
shall reap still more abundantly, if we faint not.

MEXICAN MISSIONS 


Synod’s Action. — At the meeting of Joint Synod, held at De- 
troit, Michigan, 1922, a communication was handed in by the Texas 
District, calling attention to the fact that through the kindly offices 
of a lady of one of our Texas congregations and also of Rev. H. F. 
Richards, a Spanish School had been successfully carried on during 
the previous year at San Juan, Texas. The result of this com- 
munication was that Joint Synod appropriated $2,500 a year for 
this work. It was also decided for the present to put this work into 
the hands of the Board of Foreign Missions. 

The Board Begins to Act. — On September 5, 1922, this Board 
took up matters pertaining to the Spanish work at San Juan. From 
that time on monthly meetings have been held. 


Calls Extended. — Rev. H. F. Richards aided the Board wher- 
ever possible. Efforts were made to find a missionary. Students 
at Capital University and some younger pastors who had studied 
Spanish were called. Our calls, however, were not accepted. Men 
from other synodical connections were proposed but could not be 


called for various reasons. For some months, Rev. W. Durkop, while 7 
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— | pastor of another charge, with the permission of the Board of 
ee Home Missions, did all he could in the Spanish mission at San Juan. 
The school, however, suffered the loss of its Spanish teacher, and 
with her the loss of some of the pupils who, after they had learned 
Bible History and Luther’s Catechism, were in a short time con- 
firmed by the Roman Catholic priest. 

At last, at the suggestion of pastors of the Texas and the 
Canada Districts, the Board called Rev. Albert Ell, Sask., Canada. 
This call was accepted and Rev. Ell took up the work at San Juan 
in February, 1924. The good brother has passed rapidly through the 
stages of enthusiasm, disillusionment, new hope and new courage. 
He is now gradually getting matters into better shape for effective 
work. 

Present Conditions. — The school, though reduced in numbers, 
has been continued. It is at present housed in a better building 
and is more satisfactorily equipped. 

0 Rev. Ell has rented a small house in which he can live. He is 
holding Spanish services regularly and is visiting the Mexicans in 
their homes. 
Rev. F. A. Neumeister in a recent letter says about the Mexican 
work: “The Texas District re-elected also a committee for this 
3 work. This committee is constituted as follows: Rev. F. A. Neu- 
et meister, Chairman; Rev. E. G. Knaak, Secretary; together with 
a the Revs. J. C. Felger and Wm. Durkop. Rev. Knaak is to attend 
to the secretarial work when the committee is in session. The chair- 
man is to attend to the correspondence between the sessions.” In 
its report to the Texas District, this committee says: “In order to 
correct erroneous opinions which are evidently still entertained by 
some in Synod, we would state that our work is being conducted 
strictly among the numerous neglected and unchurched Mexicans and 
not among people affiliated with the Roman Catholic Church.” 

“We are deeply grateful for the fact that we now have a 
man in the person of Rev. Albert Ell who can devote his entire 
time to the mission work among the Mexicans undertaken by Joint 
Synod, and who is equipped to carry on the work in the 
of the people from the start. Of course, he must still devote con- 
siderable time to the study of the language as it is used by those 
people. We consider this as important at this time as active 
missionating.” 

“We recognize the diligence and faithfulness of our missionary 
during his three months’ labors, in the conducting of regular ser- 
vices, Sunday-school and Young People’s Society and instructing a 
class of about twenty adults, preparatory to confirmation, as well 
as in his efforts in the further study of the Spanish language and 
in his visits in the homes of the people. This work is being done 
by Rev. Ell exclusively in the Spanish language.” 

“We fully concur with the Board of Foreign Missions that Rev. 
Wm. F. Schmidt should be called to take up the work among the 
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Mexicans, after locating in some important city, whether in the 
United States or Mexico. We petition the Board of Foreign Missions 
to consider the advisability of asking Rev. Ell to look about with a 
view of finding a place as indicated above.” 


Needs of this Work. — The financial needs for the work as 
carried on at present are:

The Board of Foreign Missions approves of the budget sub- 
mitted by the Texas brethren. 

The Electing of a Special Board for This Work. — Seeing that 
the Board of Foreign Missions has amply enough to do in our India 
field, and seeing that there are capable pastors living comparatively 
near the field for Mexican work, our Board urges Joint Synod to 
elect a special Board for this Branch of our mission work. 


The Treasurer’s Report. — The treasurer’s report concerning 
the work among the Mexicans is herewith submitted.

Two more years have been added to the history of our Negro 
Mission work. They have seen further progress and development, 
as well as reverses and disappointments. 


The Board organized by re-electing its former officials. On 
July 12, 1923, its President, the Hon. J. J. Dobler, departed this 
life, after having given many years of faithful and conscientious 
service. His loss is keenly felt and his wise counsel and genial 
presence greatly missed. Rev. Freseman was chosen in his stead 


as President of the Board, and Mr. H. G. Storath was elected to fill 


the vacancy on the Board caused by the Judge’s death. 

Our field remains practically the same, as only one new point 
has been occupied, and that quite recently. The inability to secure 
impediment to the work. 7 
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Much time was lost in securing a man for Cleveland. Calls to 
different pastors were all returned. At last, on January 1, 1924, 
Rev. S. H. Puffenberger took charge of this mission. It was soon 
found that it was impossible for him to attract people to the very 
inappropriate quarters in use there. Accordingly, in May a frame 
residence in a good location on a promiment street was purchased 
at a cost of $8,500. This house has a double parlor which is suit- 
able for services, and the upper story can be rented. This appeared 
to be the best temporary solution of the difficulty. 

In Maryland our teacher was lost by death, and the school 
was temporarily closed. A colored worker was sent from Alabama 
to Baltimore and placed under the supervision of Rev. Neumann 
to canvass the neighborhood and to conduct services. It is too early 
to predict the outcome. 

The mission in Jackson, Miss., has always had a precarious 
existence. Rev. Braxton, our first pastor in the South, after seven 
and a half years’ labor was directed to move to Alabama. He re- 
fused to go. So his services were discontinued April 1, 1923. 
Since then the work has been in charge of a catechist, but as the 
old members have moved away or dropped off and no new ones have 
been secured, there is at the present time practically nothing there. 

Alabama still continues to be our best field and nearly all recent 
growth has been in that state. Until May Rev. Bracy was our only 
pastor. He lives in Prattville and supplies also the neighboring 
rural points. While the country membership increased, that of 
Prattville suffered a heavy loss, due largely to removals. 

The work at Montgomery is quite encouraging. The attendance 
at services is unusually good, and accessions are frequent. The city 
has erected a school near ours; but this has not interfered with our 
enrollment. Children are now being confirmed who have received 
their entire education under us. 


At Tuscaloosa our school still enjoys a good reputation. There 
has been an increased number of confirmations among pupils and 
teachers; but no accessions so far from outsiders. 


Our two newest missions are promising. At Anniston the man 
in charge, after six years of study, was confirmed May 4, 1923. 
On May 20, 1924, he was ordained at Dayton, Ohio. Rev. P. W. 
Stephens thus becomes our second pastor in Alabama. He is the 
best educated and most qualified colored minister that we have 
so far secured. The results already obtained by him show that 
our work will flourish whenever it can be entrusted to competent 
persons. 

Mobile has a school which is doing good work in the teaching 
line, but a pastor is badly needed. 

On January 2, 1924, the Board was enabled to carry out the 
instructions of Joint Synod and to open an institution for higher 
education. It was named “The Dobler Academy” in memory of our 
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late President. It is in charge of Prof. Stroud and his wife, and 
started with an enrollment of five pupils. The number will likely 
be intreased the coming term. We will now be enabled to continue 
the education of the children who go through our mission schools 
and also prepare our future workers in our own institution and 
under our direct supervision and care. 

We still have two boys studying at Woodville. Our experience 
with girls sent to northern institutions has been very unsatisfactory. 
They have been more interested in courting and in early marriages 
than in studying or teaching. Our efforts have been largely in vain 
so far as securing Lutheran teachers trained in our institutions 
is concerned. . 

Our work has suffered heavy losses due to the constant migra- 
tion of negroes in recent years. There has been scarcely a point 
unaffected, and sometimes the results of years of patient toil have 
been quickly lost. At the same time the large influx of new negroes 
to the North has increased prejudice on the part of both races. 
Negro agitators in the pulpit, in the press and on the platform 
have been arousing bad feeling and stirring up passion, until these 
Southerners become very obnoxious in their new surroundings, not 
only to the whites, who had formerly been their friends, but to 
the northern negroes as well. While Satan is busy causing hatred, 
our duty should be the more earnestly to proclaim the Gospel of 
the Prince of Peace. 

Although contributions did not reach the amount voted for 
current expenses, yet by the exercise of the greatest ecomony, we 
were enabled to pay off the debt which we had incurred in the 
purchase of the Tuscaloosa property and to acquire additional real 
estate. Two acres of land were donated to us by our people near 
Wetumpka, Ala. The Board has voted them $1,000 with which they 
are to put up a two-room school building. The prospects at this 
place justify the expenditure. 

At Anniston the Board purchased seven lots for $2,175. It is 
intended to spend $2,683 in building an edifice which will house our 
school for the present and which later may easily be converted into 
a dwelling and then a real schoolhouse is to be erected. 

We ask an annual appropriation of $28,500 for current ex- 
penses and of $7,000 for building purposes, together with what may 
still be due on our Cleveland property. 


The terms of Rev. C. F. W. Hartlage and Mr. H. G. Storath 
expire at this meeting.

REPORT OF THE PUBLICATION BOARD 


Your Board on publication matters herewith submits its twenty- 
second biennial report. 

1. Organization and Officers. — The Board, as elected at the 
last convention of synod, met September 26, 1923, and organized by 
electing the Rev. J. Sheatsley chairman, the Rev. C. C. Hein sec- 
retary, and the chairman, the secretary and the Rev. C. W. Pflueger 
Executive Committee. 

The Board also elected : the Revs. J. Sheatsley, C. W. Pflueger 
and A. H. Dornbirer a permanent committee on Sunday-school 
literature. 

2. Profits of the Book Concern.—In accordance with the 
resolution of synod, the manager sent an annual statement as to 
the profits of the Concern to all pastors and congregations. 

3. Pastor’s Monthly.—Since January 1, 1923, the Board 
in accordance with the instruction of synod is publishing an 
English theological magazine, “The Pastor’s Monthly”, which 


has, at the present time, 497 subscribers. During the last year 


it has been published at a: loss of $1,839.14. The Board appointed 
the Rev. W. E. Schuette editor-in-chief, and the Revs. Geo. Hein 
and C. A. Freseman associate editors. The appointments will term- 
inate December 31, 1924. Will synod authorize the Board to appoint 
the editors for the nett year? 

4. Intersynodical Hymnal. — The committee is still at work, 
and satisfactory progress is being made. We can not at this time 
say how many synods will participate in the project, and when the 
manuscript will be ready for the approval of the participating 
bodies. 

38. Sunday-school Lessons. Our new uniform Sunday-school 
Lessons have met with general satisfaction and are on a paying 
basis. We appreciate the large support, and hope that all our Sun- 


_ day-schools will introduce the Sunday-school literature published by 


our Concern. 

6. Luther League Subjects. — In July, 1923, we began pub- 
lishing the “Luther League Subjects.” They have met with a fav- 
orable reception on the part of our young people. We hope that 
all our Luther Leagues will introduce them. 

7. Kirchenzeitung and Standard. — Inasmuch as these publi- 
cations are being published at a financial loss we recommend that 
the Lutheran Book Concern pay for the space which it uses for its 
advertisements, and that the General Treasurer pay for the space 
used for his credits. 

8. Printing Plant and Bindery. After due consideration 
the Board decided to establish a printing plant and bindery. The 
plant is being installed at the present time, and will likely be in 
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operation when synod convenes. In order to eliminate some fire 
hazards extensive changes will have to be made in the front build- 
ing. The Board contemplates remodeling this building next spring. 

9. Publications. —If so desired, the manager will submit a 
report regarding new books published during the last biennium. 

10. Elections. — The following elections are necessary, to- 
wit: Editors and associate editors for Kirchenzeitung, Standard, 
and Lutheran Youth; members of the Publication Board to succeed 
Rev. J. Kuntz, Mr. J. C. Overmyer and Mr. O. Willert.

BOARD OF MANAGEMENT OF THE CANADIAN DISTRICT 


This Board organized by electing the following officers: Chair- 
man, Rev. L. F. Tank; Financial Secretary, Rev. A. H. Scheffler.

FINANCIAL REPORTS 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ADMINISTRATION 


The Board of Administration held eleven meetings during the 
past biennium: nine regular and two special. All meetings were well 
attended and much business was transacted. 


The following is a list of the most important of the Board’s 
transactions: 


A. The Million Dollar Offering 

a. Capital University 
Granted $45,000 from the Million Dollar Offering to finish 
the new Divinity Hall. 

b. Luther Seminary 
This institution was allowed $127,435.79 to remodel the 
boys’ dormitory, thus receiving its full quota of $175,000 
from the Million Dollar Offering. It had previously received 
$47,564.21 to build a dining hall. 

c. Woodville Normal and Academy 
Granted $25,000 to purchase and remodel two residences 
for girls’ dormitories. 

d. St. John’s of Mars, Pa. 
Was permitted to borrow $20,000 to finish and furnish its 
new hospital, to be repaid from the Million Dollar Offe 
when available. 

e. Grace Sanatorium 
The Board decided to permit the San Antonio Board to bor- 

2 row $25,000 in installments as needed to erect a kitchen and 

dining-room addition to the Sanatorium at San Antonio, 
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Texas, the interest on the loans to be paid by the Sana- 
torium Board. (See minutes, 1922, p. 146, pp. e.) 


f. The Million Dollar Offering report shows $872,861.63 sub- 
scribed, $731,859.95 paid in, leaving $141,001.68 uncollected. 
The report also shows that 441 of 948 congregations so 
far have not made any effort to raise an offering for this 
fund. In other words, 441 congregations, consisting of 
44,812 communicants have reported no pledges, nor made 
any payments, whatever. In this connection the Board 
raises the questions: 

Why have so many of our congregations in the West 
as well as in the Northern District not responded to Synod’s 
oft repeated appeal to take part in the Million Dollar Offer- 
ing Campaign? 

Why have predictions so confidently made at Blue Is- 
land that the north-western districts alone would raise 
$500,000 not been fulfilled? 

Again, how shall the $141,001.68 outstanding be col- 
lected? 


Finally, what can be done to get the congregations . 


who have not participated to fall into line? 


B. Olympia Seminary Sold 

The sale of Olympia Seminary property to Mr. Robert Main 
for $4,234.56 net was approved. Vice-President Hein had the matter 
in hand and closed the deal. 


C. Report of the General Treasurer 

a. This report shows that during the past two years the receipts 
have been $1,227,032.99. This sum, however, was insufficient for all 
purposes as the following overdrafts show:

D. Efforts Made to Increase Our Contributions 


In January, 1924, Rev. Fred Schuh of Columbus, O., having in 
mind the distressing condition of our finances, in a letter to the 
Board asked it to give consideration to and officially sanction his 
plan for a season of consecration during Lent followed by a week 
of self-denial during Holy Week to put the consecration into effect. 
The proceeds of the self-denial were te be devoted to the Easter 
offering. 

Vice-President Hein in the January, 1924, meeting also presented 
a plan for the reduction of our Synodical deficit. Briefly, he pro- 
posed that our well-to-do be asked to make special gifts for Synodical 
purposes. The Board heartily endorsed both plans and committees 


were appointed to work out the details. In the April, 1924, meeting 


Dr. Hein reported that his plan for the reduction of the Synodical 
deficit had not met with approval by a majority of the pastors and 
consequently had fallen through. It was also reported that Rev. 
Fred Schuh’s plan for the same reason had met a similar fate. 

At practically every meeting of the Board the finances of Synod 
came in for considerable attention. No effort was spared to acquaint 
the brethren with the situation. A circular letter was sent out by 
President Horst of this Board. Telegrams were sent to conferences 
urging the pastors to bring the facts regarding our finances to the 
attention of their people and asking them to make extraordinary 
efforts immediately to replenish the treasuries in want. In addition 
the General Treasurer by means of letters, folders and the weekly 
announcements in the church papers endeavored to keep pastors and 
laymen informed regarding our financial needs. Our pastors were 
also constantly urged by the same means to adopt better methods for 
the gathering of benevolences and Dr. Stein’s pamphlet on church 
finance was sent, gratis, to all who asked for it in the hope that it 


might help to pave the way for the introduction of the highly suc- 
cessful envelope system, etc. 


Today the results of the persistent work done speak for them- 
selves. Seven and one-half years ago only a few congregations in 
Synod used the Duplex Envelope. Today congregations using envel- 
opes in one form or the other can be numbered by the hundreds and 
with the use of the envelopes has come a pronounced increase in offer- 
ings. See item C., paragraph b., of this report. 

The increased activity shown especially during the past four 
or five years, on the part of pastors and laymen in introducing more

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successful methods in church finance, certainly augurs well for the 
future of our church. 


E. Appraisal of Synod’s Property 

The Board is at present at work trying to secure an appraisal of 
Synod’s real estate and an inventory of its assets. Reports are com- 
ing in slowly; nevertheless, the Board may be able to make a report 
at this meeting. 


F. Im the Interest of Economy 


The following letter, which speaks for itself, was sent out some 
months ago. As not all to whom letters were sent have replied, the 
Board will have to postpone its report to Synod until the next 
meeting: 

In accordance with the resolution of Joint Synod (see minutes 
of 1922, page 199, section III, pp. 1), to-wit: . 


We recommend that the Board of Administration make a special 
study of the financial management of the Institutions and Boards 
of Synod with the view of gaining greater efficiency and economy, 
if possible, and report its findings to the Finance Committee at the 
next biennial meeting of Synod.’ 

The Board of Administration feels that it can best carry out 
the resolution by becoming a clearing house for suggestions and 
therefore requests the financial officers of the various boards and in- 
stitutions of Synod to mail to Geo. L. Conrad, 573 East Main St.. 
Columbus, Ohio, suggestions for ecomony in the management of 
Synod’s business affairs, and also report on methods in buying sup- 
plies, etc., the suggestions to lead to a more efficient and economical 
management of the various activities of Synod. These suggestions 
ought to be based upon knowledge, experience and good judgment, 
so that the Board may use them as initial steps toward realizing 
the purpose of the resolution of Synod.” 


G. Office Expense of the General Treasurer 

Most interesting was a note received from the auditor to the 
Board of Administration to the effect that the General Treasurer’s 
operating expenses the past year were not quite one per cent (.0094) 
of the amount disbursed by him. In other words, less than one 
cent of every dollar checked out was spent to cover office expenses. 


H. Suggestions to Synod 
In keeping with the recommendation of Mr. Osborn, who has 
audited the General Treasurer’s books for a number of years, the 
Board suggests the following for discussion and adoption by Synod: 
I. That, beginning January 1, 1925, the General Treasurer 
be treasurer of the Home, Foreign, Negro, and other mission 
boards and the Board of Aids, and that he make dis- 
bursements only on presentation of an order signed by two 
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officials of the boards affected by this resolution; that the 

aforesaid boards be requested so to resolve following favor- 

able action by Synod. 

Reasons for the change: 

a. Under the proposed new arrangement, as mentioned in 
Mr. Osborne’s recommendation, it will not be neces- 
sary for the various boards to appoint treasurers to 
keep records, as all the accounting will be done by the 
General Treasurer. The new arrangement will also do 
away with auditing of the various books. The result 
will be a saving of money and effort. | 

b. As the General Treasurer paid out over $2,000 in 
interest on loans during the past year it is apparent 
that some arrangement should be made by which this 
expenditure of money can be reduced to a minimum. 
Under the arrangement outlined above the interest 
earnings of the General Treasurer will be increased 
as he will be in a position to keep his funds intact 
in the banks for a longer period of time. This will 
also eliminate the necessity of his securing loans as 
frequently as heretofore, for his capital will be greater. 

e. Finally, the General Treasurer has proven his ability 
to keep all moneys working, and for this and the 
other reasons given it is felt that these recommen- 
dations should be given serious consideration. 


That the Synodical year be changed from July ist-June 30 
to Jan. ist-Dec. 31, that all institutions, boards and con- 
gregations change their fiscal year accordingly, and that 
the week in which Thanksgiving Day falls be designated 
as the official Every Member Canvass Week of Synod. 
That all moneys collected for any Synodical purpose be 
sent to the General Treasurer for credit and disbursement. 
That the Board of Administration be authorized to inves- 
tigate the investments of the various institutions and boards 
and that in future no investments of Synodical funds be 
made except after investigation and approval by the Board 
of Administration. 

That the Board of Administration be permitted to create an 
emergency fund of $5,000 to meet unforeseen expenses not 
provided for in the budget. 


Members to be Elected 


The term of office of President G. C. Horst, Mr. Fred Heer, 
and Rev. R. A. Golladay has expired. Their successors should be 
elected for four years.

period, will be carried into the next report. 

While it is to be regretted that contributions in sufficient amount 
to cover our expenses were not forthcoming from our people, still 
I desire to thank all for their interest in the cause of Foreign Mis- 
sions, and trust that during the coming two years, an added interest 
may be developed, that will assist the Board in carrying on this 
most important work in every detail.

DEAR BROTHER SCHNEIDER: — Enclosed please find budget esti- 
mates for the next year for maintenance of work and special con- 
structions, and also the report of the Finance Committee as to 
the amount needed by the Mission out here for the next fiscal year, 
Jan. Ist-Dec. 3lst, 1924. I hope it will not give you heart failure or 
undue anxiety when you look it over. As we continue to occupy 
the field, it becomes inevitable that with the growth of the mission, 
expenses should also increase, which fact we have no doubt the 
Home Board has long ago realized. 


The first part of the Committee’s report takes account only 
of the amount needed to continue the work on the present scale. 
You will see from it, that due to retrenchments along the educational 
line, befitting the new educational policy proposed by Conference, 
we spent last year Rs. 14,884 less than our budget called for. This 
is due in part to the fact that some “standard schools” which were 
included in last year’s budget could not be built, and again in part 
because of the closing of the Chendragiri Higher Elementary school, 
and also to other savings effected because we were not exactly sure 
how much money would be coming our way. You will also notice 
that this part of our budget for next year is Rs. 2,156 less than 
the amount we expended last year. Here again our Higher Edu- 
cational Policy may in part be taken as the cause. 


Mr. Schaefer did not go to Sulurupeta until July so the Sulur- 
upeta budget was included with that of Nayudupet for the past 
year. After he went to Sulurupeta a proportionate amount of the 
year’s budget for the time he was there was transferred to him. 
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This accounts for the Nayudupeta budget for the year being so 
much more than the amount actually spent. 

Mr. Krengel found it impossible at this time to take an invoice 
of his stock on hand, and, therefore, could not give the Committee 
an exact account of his expenditures. I think we have taken a con- 
servative estimate of them in placing them at Rs. 6,500. 

You will notice that Missionaries’ Salaries estimate for 1924 is 
Rs. 19,520 more than was paid out for that purpose last year. 
Six new missionaries, three increases of salary, viz. Schwan, Doer- 
mann, and Schaefer, and increased children’s allowances account for 
that. This amount is estimated at an exchange rate of 320 rupees 
for $100 or .311 per rupee. That is about the rate of the exchange 
we believe we can figure on. That we spent Rr. 4,000 less than we 
budgeted last year is accounted for by Rev. Kantzer’s going home, 
and by some missionaries’ keeping part of their salary in America, 
or having bills paid there. Our estimate for 1924 does not take 
this into account. In any event it is expense which has to be met 
by the Board. 

Treasurer’s Bank Postage is the amount of postage the bank 
charges when it sends currency to the various missionaries on the 
order of Rev. Wilch. 

Kodaikanal Tax is the land, house, and water tax paid on the 
mission property there. 

Unforeseen expenses are designed to take care of emergency 
expenses which may arise. If this money is not used it goes into 
a reserve fund. You will see that for maintaining the work in its 
present state and paying the workers, foreign and native, on the 
field, we will need Rs. 150,265, or at the exchange rate of 320 it 
amounts to $46,957.81. Please note that this is needed to keep 
the mission running just as we are and does not permit of any 
expansion. 

In addition to this there is a New Construction Budget, which 
calls for new buildings to replace old ones worn out in the service“, 
“standard school houses”, and other new buildings necessary to take 
care of the work. As the money appropriated for “standard school 
houses” can be used for no other purpose, although it goes into the 
Treasurer’s general account, we must, when building these schools, 
budget for them as an expense against our treasury. 

The item, new missionaries’ household freight, is, I think, self- 
explanatory. 

The New Construction Budget was included last year under the 
regularly recurring budgets, but we deemed it best to separate them 
and put them in a special form this year, as their sum total can be 
made more or less elastic. 


The last item, Missionaries’ Equipment, etc., is intended to pro- 
vide the wherewithal for missionaries to get means of transportation 
to work their fields. At present the missionaries who were assigned 
to fields this year after passing their first examination are without 
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means of transportation and some means should be provided. This 
item also includes new buildings needed in a natural expansion of 
the work, as for example increased facilities to accommodate children 
in our Boarding Schools, etc. Miss Nicholson’s Boarding School 
is now chuck full and no more children, not even orphans, can be 
admitted, although as a rule the mission feels obligated to care 
for the orphans of deceased Christians. This last item is of course 
the most flexible of all, and in case of necessity can be reduced, 
although for the general well being of the work we do not feel 
that this should be done. We shall, therefore, need next year a total 
of Rs. 175,000 or at the rate of 320, $54,687.50. 

The detail budget forms enclosed, with the exception of the 
New Construction Budget, in their estimates for 1924, deal only 
with the maintenance of the work as it now is. In the opinion of 
the committee several of them are shaved very close indeed. The 
budgets for the newly arrived missionaries are for munshi, hill 
allowance, railway travel to conference meetings, etc.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEES 


REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE EISENACH WORLD 
CONVENTION 


1. Your delegates beg to submit the following report, to-wit: 
A. With reference to the Lutheran World Convention. 

I. Since from the outset we considered the Lutheran World 
Convention as that which it was intended to be, i. e. a free con- 
ference of men bearing the name of Luther, we did not expect 
too much and therefore were not disappointed when we found that 
many divergent tendencies were represented, and that unity in doc- 
trine and confession was out of the question. Nevertheless, we are 

convinced that the World Convention proved a blessing for the 
Lutheran Church, particularly of the countries of Europe. The 
discussions were frank and unreserved, and the earnest desire was 
apparent to stand firmly upon the Holy Seriptures and the Lutheran 
Confessions. The convention certainly was to many an incentive 
in the right direction, it strengthened Lutheran consciousness in 
all participants, and showed how in the Lutheran Church true 
unity on the basis of the Scriptures and the Confessions can be 
achieved. We believe that under certain conditons our synod should 
contnue to participate in this movement as a free conference. 

II. The World Convention passed the following resolutions to- 
wit: 


a. Doctrinal Resolution: “The Lutheran World Convention 
acknowledges the Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments 
as the only source and the infallible norm of all teaching and prac- 
tice and it sees in the Lutheran Confessions, especially in the 
Unaltered Augsburg Confession and Luther’s Small Catechism, a 
pure exposition of the Word of God.” 

Your delegates had already endeavored in committee to formulate 
this resolution in such a way that it should contain the plain state- 
ment that Holy Scripture in all its parts is God’s Word inspired 
by the Holy Ghost, but they did not succeed. Nevertheless we voted 
for this resolution for two reasons, i. e. 1) because as far as it 
goes it certainly also expresses the position of our synod, and 2) be- 
cause we can not charge anyone with an implied or expressed denial 
of the inspiration of the Scriptures. If the resolution had implied 
such a denial we could and would not have voted for it. 

2. On the School Question: “In view of the present tendencies 
directed against Christian education and the instruction of our 
baptized youth in conformity with the Confessions of our Church, 
the Lutheran World Convention appeals to all Lutheran Christians 
to take a firm position for the Christian instruction and training 


of our youth and especially to preserve unto it Luther’s Small 
Catechism.” 
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3. On Brotherly Love: “In appreciation of the manyfold evi- 
dences of brotherly love experienced by the suffering Lutheran 
churches at the hands of their brethren in the faith the Lutheran 
World Convention calls upon the Lutheran Christians not to grow 
weary in the practice of brotherly love until the Lord has put 
an end to the present need.” 

4. On Protestant Relief: “The Lutheran World Convention 
takes cognizance of the establishment of a European Central Agency 
for Protestant Relief work in Zurich, and recommends that the 
Lutheran Relief agencies remain in touch with this agency for 
mutual information.” 


5. Continuation of World Convention. 


1. The World Conention establishes a large Standing Com- 
mittee and an Executive Committee. 


2. To the Executive Committee is assigned continuation 
of convention business. It shall prepare for a future 
World Convention. It shall give consideration to and 
make preparation for the general ministry of serving 
love, the duty of migrants from Lutheran groups, 
the emergencies of Foreign Mission operations of the 
Lutheran Church of the World, its objectives lying in 
the conserving and developing of a harmonious co- 
operation in relation to the above named activities. In 
a similar way it shall take note of the several “Sug- 
gestions” which were stated in the paper of Dr. J. A. 
Morehead. It shall voice the attitude of the whole Lu- 


theran Church when it is necessary or for grave reasons 
desirable. 


3. Until the next Lutheran World Convention, the fol- 
lowing gentlemen are designed to constitute the Execu- 
tive Committee: 1. Dr. Ihmels of Leipzig, Germany, 
2. Dr. Jorgensen of Copenhagen, Denmark, 3. Dr. More- 
head of North America, Dr. Lars Boe of North America, 
5. Dr. Freiherr v. Pechmann of Munich, Germany, 6. Dr. 
Rundgren of Sweden. 

4. The Executive Committee is instructed to organize itself 
as quickly as possible; the various items of activity ree- 
ommended by the Convention shall be taken over by it. 

5. The Large Committee is established as an intermediant 
group between the Executive Committee and all the 
churches participating in the World Convention of 1923, 
together with such other additional Lutheran groups 
as have established or shall establish autonomy and 
desire to enter into vital connection with the World Con- 
vention. Its membership shall consist of: 

Not less than seven nor more than ten from North 
America, 
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Not less than seven nor more than ten from Ger- 


Three from Sweden, 

Two each from Denmark, Norway, Finland, 

One from each other nation participating. 

In countires where there is more than one estab- 
lished church or where within one ecclesiastical or- 
ganization groups developed by nationalism have been 


formed; each such group shall be entitled to represen- | 


tation. 

Dr. Ihmels and Dr. Morehead are authorized to 
establish the roll of the Large Committee and to com- 
municate official notice of the membership to the ap- 
pointees. 

6. Both Committees are authorized to fill by co-operation 
vacancies occurring between meetings of the World 
Convention. 

7. Dr. Miller suggests that the next World Convention be 
so constituted that the number of representatives for 
each ecclesiastical body be determined by its number 
of ordained pastors including theological professors. 

Prof. Dr. Karl Proehl suggests the establishment of 
a general Lutheran Students’ Aid Fund. 

III. We recommend to Joint Synod 

a. to approve the above resolutions 
b. to appoint its representative for the Large Committee 
e. to instruct the General Treasurer to pay our share 
the expenses of the Lutheran World Convention and 
and the Executive Committee, by order of the Ad- 
ministration Board. 


IV. We do not agree with Dr. Miller’s suggestion that “the 
next World Convention be so constituted that the number of rep- 
resentatives for each ecclesiastical body be determined by its number 
of ordained pastors including theological professors”, but hold that 
the number of representatives of each synod be left undetermined 
irrespective of its size. If this is the sense of synod a resolution 
to that effect should be officially communicated to the chairman of 
the Executive Committee. 

V. We recommend that Joint Synod declare by reolution that 
any resolutions of the Executive Committee and the Larger Com- 
mittee are to be considered binding for us and the voice of synod 
only after approval by Joint Synod or its General President. 


B. With reference to the Hermannsburg-Hamburg Free Church. 
A. As instructed by synod (Minutes 1922, p. 132, c) we met 

with the pastors of the Hermannsburg-Hamburg Free Church, Au- 

gust 16 and 17, at Hermannsburg, and came to the conviction that 
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this free church shares the confessional position of our synod. We 
recommend that by resolution of synod church fellowship be estab- 
lished with the Hermannsburg-Hamburg Free Church. 


B. Recommendations with reference to the support of the work 
of this free church as well as other church work in Germany have 
been submitted by us to the respective committee.

- ; REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE “THE CHURCH ABROAD.” | 
(Joint Synod Minutes 1922, p. 181, D.) 


Your committee begs leave to submit the following report, to-wit: 

1. At its last meeting, Joint Synod appropriated the sum of 
$550.00 per annum for the work of our Lutheran brethren at Ham- 
burg. The General Treasurer reports that he has sent $1,100 to 
the Rev. H. Harms during the last biennium, and the report of 
Rev. H. Harms shows how this money has been expended. 


2. Our delegates to the Eisenach World Convention report that, 
in accordance with Synod’s instruction, they met with the pastors 
of the Hermannsburg-Hamburg Free Church, August 16 and 17. 
As a result they recommend that synod resolve to enter into church 
fellowship with the Hermannsburg-Hamburg Free Church whose 


confessional position is that of our synod. We endorse this recom- 
mendation. 


8. Whereas, According to the report of our delegates many 
of our Lutheran brethren in Germany who are one with us in the 
faith are in need of assistance to carry on the work of the church; 
and 

WHEREAS, The National Lutheran Council of which we are 
a constituent body can not do any church work in Germany because 
according to its constitution this is not within its province and 
its constituent bodies are not in church fellowship with one another; 
and 


WHEREAS, We are in church fellowship with the Hon. Synod 
of Iowa which for a number of years has been assisting and is 
still assisting the Lutheran brethren of Germany in the work of 
the church; we recommend 


a. That Joint Synod cooperate with the Hon. Synod of Iowa in 
this work; 


b. That a committee consisting of three confer with a similar 
committee of the Iowa Synod; 
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e. That this joint committee after gathering the necessary in- 
formation determine the sum of money to be raised by both synods 
for the work of our brethren in the faith; 

d. That our committee be authorized to issue an appeal to 
our congregations, and 

e. That the monies received be distributed by this committee in 
conjunction with the committee of the Iowa Synod. 


4. In case Joint Synod will not adopt this recommendation we 


a. That for the next biennium $1,800 ($900 per annum) be 
appropriated for the Hermannsburg-Hamburg Free Church, that the 
General Treasurer be instructed to send this sum of money in 
monthly installments to the president of the Hermannsburg-Hamburg 
Free Church, the Rev. Ehlers of Hermannsburg, this money to be 
distributed by him in accordance with the instructions of his synod. 


b. That a committee be authorized to gather the necessary in- 
formation as to the present financial condition of the Hermannsburg 
Missionsanstalt, the Christianschule, and the Volksschule, and to 
determine in conjunction with the General President the sum of 
money to be contributed toward their support during the next bien- 
nium, also to issue an appeal to our congregations, and that the 
General Treasurer be instructed to send the money appropriated to 
said institutions in monthly installments. 


REPORT OF THE INTERSYNODICAL COMMITTEE 


You committee begs leave to submit the following report, to-wit: 


1. Since the last meeting of Joint Synod at which we sub- 
mitted the theses on conversion and predestination adopted by the 
Intersynodical Committee, we discussed the following points with the 
representatives of the Iowa Synod, the Buffalo Synod, and the 
Synodical Conference, to-wit: The Scriptures, Our Attitude toward 
the Lutheran Confessions, Church Fellowship, the Church, the Uni- 
versal Priesthood of Believers, the Office of the Ministry, the Anti- 
christ, Chiliasm, Sunday, Open Questions. Our discussions have 
not yet come to a conclusion. 

2. We recommend that Joint Synod refer all the theses, 
when they have been finally adopted by the committee, to the districts, 
and that all objections be sent to your committee so that the com- 
mittee may examine them and, if necessary, present them to the 
Intersynodical Committee. 
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3. We suggest that synod resolve that the theses adopted by 
the Intersynodical Committee and referred to the respective synods 
be not discussed in our church papers until the respective synods 
have decided whether or not to adopt them.

Of the second meeting of the committee appointed by the Synods of 
Ohio and Iowa for the purpose of deliberating in regard to an organic 


union of the two synods mentioned. This meeting was held at the 
Wartburg Publishing House, Chicago, Illinois, February 27, 1924, 

In accordance with this program the following resolutions were 
adopted: 

I. We recommeend an organic union of the Synods of Ohio 
and Iowa with a new constitution. In this constitution the article 
on confession shall be the same as that now found in the respective 
constitutions of the synods. 

II. The new synod shall take over all property, all liabilities, 
all work, etc., of both synods. 

III. In order to prosecute all work successfully we recommend: 


94 —1. That the present form of organization, as it is found in 
both synods, be retained also in the new united body, 
viz., Joint Synod, Districts, Conferences.

2. We recommend the establishment of the following

2. A Board of Finance, 

3. An Advisory Board to the President. 

4. Boards for Foreign, Home, Inner and Negro 
Missions, 

5. A Board of Education, 

6. A Board of Aids. 


Separate Boards for the different institutions, viz., semin- 
aries, colleges, academies and eleemosynary institutions. 
That in the new synod the following educational institutions 
be maintained: 

A—1. Theological Seminaries, one in Columbus, Ohio, 
one in Dubuque, Iowa. Yet our aim should be 
ultimately to have but one theological seminary in 
the whole larger synod. 

Advantages: Dubuque has 5 theological profes- 
sors. Columbus has 4 theological professors. 

St. Paul has 3 theological professors. 

There might be an economy of 3 theological 
professors, since the 5 theological professors at 
Dubuque can easily instruct twice the number of 
students now in their care. 

2. All students would be graduated from one seminary, 
would be educated under one and the same influence. 
3. This arrangement would offer the students attend- 
ing St. Paul an advantage. 
Disadvantages: We are convinced that such do 
not exist. 


Colleges: | 

1. At Columbus; Ohio. This institution shall be continued 
as a Standard College. 

2. St. Paul, Minn. This institution shall be raised as an 
accredited college. 

3. Clinton, Iowa. This institution shall remain what it 


now is, viz., exclusively a preparatory school for the 
theological seminary. 


Advantages: Raising St. Paul to the position of an 
accredited college certainly will meet a need in the 
congregations of both synods throughout the West 

and Northwest. 
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Disadvantages: We are convinced that neither synod 
will suffer a disadvantage from such an arrange- 
ment. 


C. Normal School: 


1. 


Waverly, Iowa, should remain what it now is, yet its 

present teachers’ seminary ought to be extended so as 

to offer a full normal course. 

Woodville, Ohio. 

a. The Normal Department of this institution should be 
transferred to Waverly, Iowa. 

b. This school should then be closed or converted into 
an eleemogynary institution. 

Advantages: 1. A saving of from 5 to 7 instructors. 

2. A new institution of charity of which 
we have only too few. 
Disadvantages: None. 


D. Academies: 


2. 


We should retain as academies the schools now located 
at Hebron, Nebraska; Petersburg, W. Va.; Seguin, 
Texas; Eureka, S. Dak.; Melville, Sask. (or in some 
other locality in Canada). 

The academy at Sterling, Nebraska, should be combined 
with the academy at Hebron, Nebraska. The property 
at Sterling should, if possible, be used for other purposes. 
Eventually another academy should be founded in the 
Washington, District. The property of a former aca- 
demy located at Olympia, Wash., has been sold. 
Advantages: There would be a saving of 5 instructors. 
Disadvantages: None. 


4. In regard to matters of Publication we recommend: 


a. 


That the new synod maintain two Book Concerns, the 
one at Columbus, Ohio, and the other at Chicago, III. 
That the printing and bookbinding establishment at Co- 
lumbus be maintained, and that the establishment now 
in Chicago be discontinued. 

Reverend Fuchs voted against this resolution with 
the emphatic declaration that it was his firm conviction 
that Chicago and not Columbus is the logical place 
for a printing and bookbinding establishment. 

That German and English church papers, theological 

magazines and papers for the young be published. 

Advantages: 1. There would be but two instead of 
four church papers. The latter are 
published with considerable loss. 
Even with but two church papers a 


profit could not be expected, yet the

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2. Books could be printed and sold in 
larger quantities. This would result 
in a considerably higher net profit. 

Disadvantages: None. 

5. In regard to matters of Missions we recommend: 

A. Foreign Missions: That one board, consisting of two sec- 
tions, one for India and one for New Guinea, be established. 
These two sections, however, shall constitute but one board 
and shall have joint meetings in order to discuss and dispose 
of all business of common concern. A statistical table show- 
ing the present status of both missions shall be forwarded 
to the intersynodical committee. (The secretary was in- 
structed to procure these statistics and to submit them to 
the intersynodical committee along with these minutes.) 


B. Home Missions: 


a. CCC 
ary activity. 
b. Each District is to elect a committee on missions. 

Dr. Richter and Dr. Hein were appointed a commit- 
tee to draught recommendations in regard to the relation 
to exist between the general board and the district com- 
mittees, the rights and duties of each, etc. These recom- 
mendations are to be regarded our own and are to be in- 
corporated into these minutes. 


C. Inner Missions: 


That a board with advisory power be created for this phase 
of the missionary enterprise. 
6. In regard to Eleemosynary Institutions it was resolved, that 
all these are to be under the control of the synod. 
7. Finally in regard to the treasury of the Board of Aids it was 
resolved, that the present treasuries, together with the vari- 


ous means now at their disposal, be merged. 
It was further resolved: 


1. That the minutes of both our meetings be forwarded to 
the intersynodical committee. 

2. That these minutes also be sent to Dr. Schuette and to 
all members of this committee. 

3. That Dr. Richter and Dr. Hein represent our interests 
before the intersynodical committee.

COMMITTEE ON LUTHER ACADEMY 


The committee elected at the last meeting of Joint Synod in 
Detroit to acquire a new site for Luther Academy and to determine 
on the future use of the present property submits the following: 
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1. That the Academy be transferred to the city of Regina. 


2. The committee has secured a suitable site for the new 
Academy on Dewdney St. in the city of Regina consisting of ap- 
proximately 18 acres at a price of $850.00 per acre. This site, 
which has all light, water and sewerage facilities and is beautifully 
treed, should be purchased at once and building operations started 


not later than the spring of 1925. We submit the necessary docu- 


ments from the City of Regina and the Government of Saskatchewan. 


3. The City of Regina has granted exemption from taxation 
on the above site. 

4. We recommend that the Joint Synod of Ohio and other 
States appropriate at least $150,000 over and above the cost of the 
site for the purpose of erecting a suitable and appropriate building. 
Plans and specifications will be submitted to the Board of Ad- 
ministration for its approval before building operations begin. 


5. We recommend that the present buildings at Melville be 
converted into an Old Folks’ and Orphans’ Home. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


EASTERN DISTRICT 


1. Resolved, That the Eastern District memorialize Joint Synod 
to have the Theses on Conversion and Predestination cast in a 
briefer form and into simpler language, thus rendering them more 
intelligible to the average layman. 

2. Resolved, That we memorialize Joint Synod to change its 
Synodical year so as to make it conform to the Civil year. 


3. Taking full cognizance of Joint Synod’s position, and being 
in full accord with its declaration that secret societies of anti- 
Christian character are an evil constantly to be combated, we hold, 
nevertheless, that missionaries and congregations not barring from 
church membership lodge members of whom they are convinced that 
they have not imbibed an anti-Christian lodge spirit are acting in 
accord with the spirit of Christ. 

4. (The following resolution, drawn up by an Eastern Dis- 
trict committee, has received the unanimous approval of each of 
the Eastern District Conference.) Believing that there should

It shall be the duty of 
this Secretary to kindle interest and zeal for the mission cause, 
and to solicit funds for the same. He shall attend as many District 
meetings and conferences as possible; write tracts, circulars, and 
articles for the church papers; and make addresses, especially before 
group gatherings, as time will permit. He shall perform such 
other duties as may be assigned to him by the Board. 


WESTERN DISTRICT 


1. As regards the resolution adopted by the members of the Mis- 
sion Board and the District Presidents, we believe the resolutions in 
regard to lodgery adopted by Joint Synod at Detroit in 1922 are 
sufficient, covering both our established congregations and our mis- 
sions.

A. PRESIDENT’S COMMUNICATION 


I. PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 
(Official Reports, pp. 3-7) 


Report of the Preliminary Committee as Adopted 
We approve the suggestions of the General President 
on lay preaching, and recommend that Synod appoint a 
committee to study the question, present the pros and cons, 
and suggest plans for carrying out the idea, if approved by 
Synod. We recommend that the matter be placed into the 
hands of the committee on Evangelization. 


Il. PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
Official Reports, pp. 8-9) 


Report of the Preliminary Committee as Adopted 

1. Iowa and Ohio. (See also pp. 140-143.) 

a. We recommend to Synod that the matter of organic 
union of Iowa and Ohio, especially the portions dealing 
with the proposed changes as submitted by the committee 
of experts, be referred to the Districts for further discus- 
sion. | 

b. Should the votes in the Districts show a majority 
of individual votes in favor of an organic union with the 
Hon. Iowa Synod, then the General President shall try to 
arrange for a meeting of both Synods in two years hence 
at the same time and place. 

After attending to their own separate business, the 
two bodies may then organize the new body. 


2. Intersynodical Committee. 

a. In regard to the Intersynodical Theses, we rec- 
ommend that Synod adopt the report of the Intersynodical 
Committee, p. 139, Official Reports. 
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b. We recommend that Synod indorse the requests of 
several of the Districts to ask the Intersynodical Committee 
to have the Theses on Conversion and Predestination cast 
into a simpler form for the sake of the laity. 


3. Resolved, That we approve the action of the Gen- 
eral President in sending personal greetings to the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Ministerium of Pennsylvania relative to 
the celebration of the 175th anniversary of its organization. 


4. Resolved, That the committee appointed to hold 
conferences with the Norwegian Synod with a view to es- 
tablishing pulpit and altar fellowship with that body be 
continued. 


5. World Convention. (Official Reports, pp. 135- 


138.) 

a. We recommend that Joint Synod continue to par- 
ticipate in this movement as a free conference. 

b. We express our agreement with the conclusions 
of our delegates to Eisenach. (IIIa, p. 137.) 

c. We recommend that Joint Synod appoint a repre- 
sentative for the Larger Committee. 

d. We recommend that the General Treasurer be in- 
structed to pay our share of the expenses of the Lutheran 
World Convention, and the Executive Committee, on order 
of the Administration Board. 

e. We recommend that the secretary of Joint Synod 
be instructed to send an official declaration to the Execu- 
tive Committee that Joint Synod holds that the number of 
representatives of each synod be left undetermined, irre- 
spective of its size. (Page 137, IV.) 

f. We recommend that Joint Synod declare by resolu- 
tion that any resolutions of the Executive Committee, the 
Larger Committee, and of the World Convention itself, shall 
be considered binding for us, as the voice of Synod, only 
after approval by Joint Synod, or its General President 
and a majority of the District presidents. 

g. Weexpress our earnest hope that the efforts of the 
Lutheran World Convention may be to many an incentive 
in the right direction, strengthening Lutheran conscious- 
ness in all participants, and showing how in the Lutheran 
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Church true unity on the basis of the Scriptures and the 
Confessions can be attained. 


6. Support of Foreign Mission Societies. (Item 6, 
p. 8.) 

With regard to supporting the Foreign Mission So- 
cieties abroad, not otherwise provided for, we recommend 
that whenever a call comes through our officials to continue 
this work, the pastors and congregations of Synod heed the 
call. 

7. We would call attention to the importance of 
prompt and united action on the part of all pastors and con- 
gregations of ‘Synod in the carrying out of all its resolu- 
tions. (Item 7, p. 8). 

8. a. We approve the suggestion of the General 
President relative to men’s and young people's societies, 
(Item 8, pp. 8-9) and ask the committee on nominations to 
name the committee. ‘ 

b. The committee on nominations appointed the fol- 
lowing on this committee: Revs. H. P. Dannecker, Arthur 
Kuhlman, and M. P. F. Doermann, and Messrs. H. G. Tank 
and Walter Demmler. 


9. Special Resolution. 


Resolved, That inasmuch as our venerable Dr. C. H. L. 
Schuette has, by the grace of God, long served our Synod 
as professor, and likewise for the past thirty years as our 
beloved general president, we express our high appreciation 
of his long and valued service and, as a mark of our respect, 
bestow upon him the title of President Emeritus, with con- 
tinued full salary;“ and beseech our Heavenly Father to 
continue His blessing and grant him a peaceful life’s eve- 
ning. 

This resolution was adopted unanimously by a rising 


Dr. Schuette, replied to the resolution and expressed 
his thanks to Synod for the honor shown him these many 
years, for the confidence that Synod has reposed in him, 
and for the forbearance shown him. He ascribed the suc- 
cess of his work next to the grace of God to the support 


„ Accepted only in part. 
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given him while in offce. He has tried not to rule with the 
“big stick”, in a legalistic manner, but by instruction lead- 
ing to conviction and action. He called attention to the 
democratic character of Synod and rejoiced that she ac- 
complishes her work by such means. He warned against 
the spirit of worldliness which is seeking to creep into the 
Church. And then he closed by wishing Synod a future 
of usefulness in the work of the Church. 


Under points 5 and 6 of this report should be given 
reference to the report of Dr. J. A. Morehead, President of 
the Executive Committee of the World Convention and. 
Executive Director of the National Lutheran Council. Dr. 
Morehead, in his address to the Synod, thanked God for the 
participation of the Joint Synod in the work of the National 
Lutheran Council, especially because of the genuinely con- 
servative position of the Joint Synod and the wholesome 
influence of this fact upon the participating bodies and 
upon the work in general, and because of the forward-look- 
ing spirit of the Synod. 

In his report he outlined the work of the Council in 
several fields: in its relation to government and relief 
agencies; the Lutheran Church has become known as not 
in politics. This fact through governmental help opened 
the door to Soviet Russia and to the Ruhr and to the pro- 
tection of missionaries in China. Again the work of the 
Council as a news agency and avenue for publicity for the 
Church was presented. In the work of relief the Council 
has distributed for all the contributing bodies about 
$3,700,000 and 2,600,000 pounds of clothing. About 
$1,000,000 of this sum was spent in Russia. During the 
last year the distribution was largely concentrated in Ger- 
many. Much help was also given to the distressed Foreign 
Mission Societies in order to keep their work alive. 

Finally he stated that the need still is great, and ex- 
pressed the hope that in the future Joint Synod will also 
do its part as it has done in the past. 

Synod by resolution expressed its appreciation and 
gratitude to Dr. Morehead for his illuminating report. It 
was also resolved that the matter of further relation to the. 
work of the National Lutheran Council be placed into the 
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hands of the proper committee for report to Synod. (This 
question was answered by the adoption of section XII of 
the Committee on Finances.) 


B. EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS 


Il. THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, OHIO — 
(Official Reports, p. 10) 


Report as Adopted 
1. We have with regret taken cognizance of the de- 


‘mise of Dr. Theophilus Mees. We keenly sense the great 


loss sustained by Synod at the departure of this faithful 
and untiring servant but thank God that he was permitted 
to serve the Church for so many years. 

2. We express our gratitude at the fact that the 
seminary and college of Capital University have locally 
and scholastically been separated. 


Il. CAPITAL UNIVERSITY, COLUMBUS, OHIO 
(Oficial Reports, pp. 10-13) 

1. We commend the action of the board in creating 
the position of dean of college. 

2. We recommend that the petition for the creation 
of the rank of associate professor be granted in mathe- 
matics, chemistry, and English. 

3. In view of the fact that the instruction involved is 
being and has for years been given, and that the matter 
entails merely a new ordering and systematizing of the 
work, we recommend that the permanent chairs of chem- 
istry, of physics, of biology, of Romance languages, of edu- 
cation, of Bible, and of music be established. 

4. We recommend the approval of the action of the 
board in regard to the business manager, the full time 
secretary, and the publicity manager. 

5. We recommend that the first two items under New 
Courses concerning the establishment of majors in history 
and philosophy, and the broadening of the English course, 
so as to include three extra courses, be approved. 

6. We recommend the establishing of a two-year nor- 
mal course.

7. We recommend that a course for young people de- 
siring to become mission workers be established. 

8. In view of the fact that the year 1925 will mark 
the diamond jubilee of the organization and operation of 
our chief educational institution, Capital University, we 
deem it to be a high privilege of the Joint Synod of Ohio 
to celebrate this event in a fitting manner throughout its 
territory, and herewith recommend that it do so, thus recog- 
nizing the grace and goodness of God not only to the insti- 
tution but also to the Church at large. 

9. In as much as the Capital University Board con- 
siders it advisable to sell the old Christ Church property, 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That we grant the Administration Board 
permission to dispose of the same, and that the proceeds 
of the sale be turned over to Capital University for building 
purposes whenever needed. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING 

Items 1, 2 and 3 were adopted. 

Item 4 led to considerable discussion on the matter of 
necessity and expense, but after full explanation was given 
the item was adopted. 

Item 5 was adopted. 

Item 6 was discussed at length. The item of the com- 
mittee on the same subject with respect to the school at 
Woodville was taken up in connection and discussed, but 
the decision finally was that such a course shall be estab- 
lished at Capital University. 

Items 6, 7, and 8 were adopted. 


. II. LUTHER SEMINARY, ST. PAUL, MINN. 
(Official Reports, p. 14) 

Report of Preliminary Committee as Adopted 

1. We rejoice over the fact that the school is nearing 
full accreditment, and that our beloved Dr. Ernst under 
God’s Providence is still able to do his full work. 

2. We are glad to notice that the alumni of Luther 
Seminary are showing an ever growing interest in their 
alma mater. 


3. We recommend the introduction of a music course. 
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IV. WOODVILLE NORMAL AND ACADEMY, WOODVILLE O. 
(Official Reports, pp. 15-16) 


Report of the Preliminary Committee 


1. Werecommend that the academies be retained both 
at Capital University and Woodville, and further, that the 
normal course also be continued at Woodville. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING 


A long and detailed discussion followed on the necessity 
of the school at Woodville. On the one hand it was said 
that for the sake of the cause of the parochial school and 
the preparation of teachers for the same, the Woodville 
Normal is an absolute necessity in Synod’s work; on the 
other hand the claim was made that our institutions at Co- 
lumbus, St. Paul, and Hebron can take over the preparation 
of these teachers, and that for this reason further appro- 
priations for Woodville are not justified. It would be bet- 
ter therefore to transfer the Normal to these other insti- 
tutions. 


The following resolution was adopted as a substitute 
for that of the Preliminary Committee: 


Resolved, That a committee be appointed by the com- 
mittee on nominations, with power to act, to work out a 
plan of immediate transfer and perfect the transfer of the 
Woodville Normal to one or more of our other institutions. 


The committee appointed is the following: Dr. C. C. 
Hein, chairman; Dr. Otto Mees, Dr. K. Hemminghaus, Prof. 
W. Nordsieck, and Prof. W .P. Hieronymus. 


The committee presented its report at a later session 
to transfer the Normal to Capital University, St. Paul, and 
Hebron, and the report was adopted. 


A further resolution was adopted that Synod once more 
go on record as stressing the necessity and importance of 
parochial schools and advise congregations wherever pos- 
sible and feasible to establish and maintain parochial 
schools. 
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V. HEBRON ACADEMY, HEBRON, NEBRASKA 
‘(Official Reports, pp. 16-18) 
Preliminary Report as Adopted 
We recommend that the request for a Junior College 
and a Normal Course be granted, and that it be established 
as soon as the Hebron Academy Board finds it feasible to 
do so. 


VI. LUTHER ACADEMY, MELLVILLE, SASK., CAN. 
(Official Reports, pp. 18-19) 


Preliminary Report as Adopted 
We recommend that the request for a fourth professor, 
in place of an instructor engaged at present, be granted. 


Vil. ST. JOHN’S ACADEMY, PETERSBURG, W. VA. 
(Official Reports, pp. 19-20) 
Preliminary Report as Adopted 

1. We recommend that Synod sanction the procuring 
of an extra instructor since it had been found necessary to 
engage one for the successful carrying on of the work of 
the school. 

2. In view of the fact that the National Lutheran 
Teachers’ Association has established a Teachers’ Bureau 
no action on the part of Joint Synod in regard to this mat- 
ter is requested. 


Vill. GENERAL 


Preliminary Report as Adopted 

1. We express our gratification at the fact that many 
of our professors are seeking opportunities to improve 
themselves by taking summer courses at various institu- 
tions. 

2. We recommend that Synod’s method of electing 
professors adopted in 1896 and 1912 be applied in the future 
only to filling vacancies in our theological seminaries and 
for calling heads of institutions, and, that in the calling of 
professors to our colleges and academies an announcement 
be made in our church papers inviting pastors and congre- 
gations to send in names of candidates, but that these names 
be not published in the church papers. 
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3. We are impelled to thank God with all our heart 
for the rich blessings of His grace and mercy which He has 
placed upon our educational institutions during the last 
biennium. In most of the schools the number of students 
has increased, a fact which has demanded the addition of 
more instructors and the introduction of several necessary 
new courses. Thus to our greatest joy the work of the 
Christian education of our youth was permitted not only 
to be conducted without interruption, but also to be im- 
proved upon. Eternity will reveal the blessing which 
thereby has accrued not only to our own Synod but also 
to the Church at large. 


4. The Board of Education appointed by Synod two 
years ago was urged to continue its work and report in two 
years. Rev. P. J. Mackensen was appointed as a member 
of the Board to take the place of Prof. G. A. Lange, de- 
ceased. 


5. Resolved, That Synod appoint a committee consist- 
ing of the President, Mr. G. C. Horst, and Mr. Robert 
Pfeiffer to draught a constitution to govern the Boards of 
our various synodical institutions in their relations to 
Synod. 


C. MISSIONS 


I. HOME MISSIONS 
(Official Reports, pp. 27-31) 


Report of the Preliminary Committee 


1. We note with gratification the progress that has 
been made in our Home Mission Work during the past two 
years as shown by the Home Mission Board in its report. 
Page 27. 

2. We recommend that Synod sanction the policy of 
the Home Mission Board relative to prospective fields in 
directing our missionary efforts to the most hopeful fields. 
Pages 27 and 28. 


3. a. Werecommend that our mission congregations 
be urged to raise their minimum quota for all synodical 
treasuries if possible. 9 
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b. We encourage all mission congregations to assume 
their self-support as soon as possible. 


4. We recommend that Synod indorse the policy of 
the Board to call experienced men into the field. Page 29. 


5. We commend the Board in keeping its expendi- 
tures as near as possible to actual receipts. Page 29. 
(Finances. ) * 


6. We recommend that for the present the arrange- 
ment remain relative to work in Brazil and that we grant 
$5,000.00 for the coming biennium. Page 30. 


7. We regret that contributions to the Church Build- 
ing Fund have been so disappointing. It is evident that 
most congregations do not seem to realize the importance 
of this treasury. We recommend that the Home Mission 
Board institute a campaign of education shortly before the 
Reformation Season. Page 31. 


8. In view of the fact that there has been a demand 
for a change in the administration of the Home Mission 
Board, we recommend the proposals of the Eastern District 
to Joint Synod for discussion. Pages 144 and 145. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING 


Items 1-5 were adopted after a brief discussion. 


Item 6 led to some discussion. Synod asked for in- 
formation as to the relation which the synod of Katharina 
sustains to the “Gotteskasten” in Germany. The answer 
given was that formerly there was some connection between 
the two, but of late the Synod is independent of any con- 


trol from that source and has its own independent organ- 


ization. The call of pastors is in the hands of Synod. With 
the amendment that the words “for the present” be in- 
serted, as above given, the item was adopted. 

Under item 7 it was stated that better contributions to 
the Building Fund are very much needed in spite of the sum 
collected as a Jubilee offering some years ago. The item 
was then adopted. 

Item 8 was adopted. This led to the discussion of the 
plan of the Eastern District, calling for a reorganization 
of the Mission Board. A very lengthy and detailed discus- 
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sion followed during which reasons for and against the 
proposals were presented. 

Some of the reasons assigned against the adoption of 
the plan were the following: The whole plan made such a 
radical change in the carrying on of our Home Mission 
work that it certainly should not be made in haste; under 
the plan each District would of course use its full allotment 
and not be inclined to save; the whole Mission Board as at 
present constituted knows the whole field better and would 
therefore be more apt to do justice to all concerned; the fact 
that criticism is heaped upon the Board from all quarters 
of Synod is very conclusive evidence that the Board is play- 
ing fair; the present plan has many of the good points of 
the new, it has the District Presidents and the Mission 
committee in each District, the annual meeting of the Presi- 
dents, and the power of initiative in starting missions. 


In favor of the new plan it was urged that under our 
present system our whole Home Mission work has slowed 
up to such an extent that much interest in the work has 
been lost; many promising mission fields have been lost on 
account of the steps that have to be taken before the work 
can be gotten under way, in other words the system now 
in vogue is not flexible enough; it would place control nearer 
home and would thus awaken interest and zeal in the cause; 
it is quite different from the plan of District missions in 
vogue years ago in as much as there would still be central- 
ization in one missionary treasury and a board of District 
Presidents and the general Field Secretary; under central- 
ization as we have had it, Districts have become inactive in 
missionary work in their midst; again criticism would be 
lessened because it would be brought nearer home, in other 
words would be a criticism of your own District; as the 
situation is now Districts, District committees, and Dis- 
trict Presidents have no power to act, under the new plan 
work can be quickly gotten under way. 


By a vote of 51 to 45 a resolution was adopted to in- 
augurate the plan submitted by the Eastern District. 

The Committee of Presidents was instructed to appoint 
a committee at this session of Synod whose duty it shall be 
to work out the adopted plan of the Eastern District in its 
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details, present the same to the General President of Joint 
Synod, the Vice Presidents, and the District Presidents for 
approval at the November meeting, and if approved to be 
carried out by them whenever feasible. 

The committee appointed consists of six members, 
namely the presidents of the Eastern, Western, English, 
Northern, Wisconsin, and Minnesota Districts. President 
W. E. Schuette is chairman of the committee. 


II. FOREIGN MISSIONS 
(Official Reports, pp. 33-43) 


Report of the Preliminary Committee l 

1. We thank God that we now have 24 white workers 
in our India Mission Field. This is noteworthy, consider- 
ing the short time since the inception of our work. 

2. We rejoice, too, that another native pastor has 
been ordained, making three in all. 

3. We are pleased to note that 1923 was the year of 
our greatest numerical growth in the Mission Field of 
India, 286 converts from heathenism having been received 
into our congregations by baptism. 

4. We recommend that Synod approve the educa- 
tional policy of the India Conference as approved by our 
Foreign Mission Board. Our aim is that in the near future 
heathen teachers be supplanted by Christians. 

5. Since it was found impossible to secure the serv- 
ices of a physician to go to India permanently, we recom- 
mend that Synod endorse the plan adopted by the Board 


in having Rev. Kantzer take a complete course in medicine. 2 
6. We commend the work of the Women's Missionary 52 
Conference in raising funds for the hospital in India, Rf 
$51,000.00 having already been raised by these devoted . 
women. 


7. We approve of the action of the India Conference 
and of the Board in arranging for the erection of a suitable 
building to serve for a dispensary. 2 

8. We commend the brethren and the congregations 
who have become patrons of beneficiary students and mis- * 
sion workers in India and urge for the need of further —_ 
gifts for the training and support of native workers. At | 
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the same time we call the attention of our pastors and con- 
gregations to the blessed privilege of assuming, in addition 
to their regular contributions, the support of a missionary 
as their missionary pastor on the foreign field. 

9. While there has been no actual transfer of the 
Hermannsburg property to our Synod, we are gratified 
to know that this fact has in no manner interfered with 
our work. 


10. Resolved, That this Synod return its hearty 
thanks to the St. Mark’s Sunday School, Butler, Pa., Mr. 
Charles Troutman, Butler, Pa., Rev. A. A. Dapper, Rev. J. 
Voss, and Mrs. Elizabeth Singer, Homervlle, Ohio, charge 
for their generous donations which have made it possible 
to erect a Dispensary at Kodur, Cuddapah District, Madras 
Presidency, British Inuia. 


11. Resolved, also, That we thank Mrs. J. H. Trout- 
man, Butler, Pa., and Rev. Em. Poppen, Grove City, Ohio, 
for the sums of $1,000 and $500, respectively, given for the 
second time for the support of Rev. F. B. Kantzer who is 
studying medicine at the Chicago University. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING 


Items 1-4 were adopted. In connection with item 4 
the information was given that in the elementary schools 
only Christian teachers are employed, but in the High 
School there are still a few non-Christian teachers. The 
aim of the Board is to man the school with Christian teach- 
ers as soon as possible. | 

Items 5-11 were adopted. 

Under 8, the fact was emphasized that many of our 
large congregations could easily support such a pastor 
and would still have less expense than congregations that 
have well-equipped parochial schools. 


III. NEGRO MISSIONS 
(Official Reports, pp. 45-47) 


Report of the Preliminary Committee as Adopted 


1. In view of the recent death of the Hon. J. J. Dobler, 
for many years president of the Board of Negro Missions, 
we record our appreciation of his faithful and conscientious 
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services for the advancement of this work and in the inter- 
est of the furtherance of the Kingdom of God at large. 


2. We ask Joint Synod to recognize the difficulties 
which must necessarily be encountered in our work among 
the negroes. We call on Synod to exercise patience and to 
assure the Board of its cordial sympathy and support. 


3. We express our gratitude and appreciation of the 
fact that after an effort of 4 years the Board has succeeded 


in recently installing in Cleveland a white pastor in the 


person of S. H. Puffenberger. 


4. Four years ago Joint Synod resolved to open a 
school of higher learning for negroes in the South. We 
rejoice to note that this has been done. An academy has 
been opened in Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and named “Dobler 
Academy” in memory of the late president of the Board. 
It is the hope of the Board that in the not distant future 
an adequate force of competent teachers will be secured 
for this school. 


5. A hopeful addition to our force of workers was 
secured in the person of P. W. Stephens who was ordained 
at the recent convention of the Men’s Missionary Confer- 
ence at Dayton, Ohio. 


6. We commend the Board for having wiped out its 
indebtedness and having confined its expenses to the limit 
of actual receipts and at the same time acquiring an addi- 
tional property valued at over $10,000. 


7. The membership of colored ministers in Synod was 
fixed by the following resolution: 


Resolved, That for the time being, colored clergymen 
in the service of Joint Synod’s Board of Colored Missions 
be considered clerical members of the Synod without mem- 
bership in any of the Districts; that their synodical mem- 
bership automatically cease when for any reason their serv- 
ice to the Board ceases; and that ordination of colored can- 
didates and installation of colored pastors be by order of 
Joint Synod’s General President.

IV. MEXICAN MISSIONS 
(Official Reports, pp. 43-45) 


Report as Adopted by Synod 

Relative to Mexican Missions we recommend: 

1. That the Foreign Mission Board be relieved of the 
responsibility of conducting this work; and 

2. That the prosecution of this work be placed into 
the hands of the committee on Mexican Missions of the 
Texas District with the President of the Texas District 
chairman ex officio. 


V. EVANGELIZATION 
(Official Reports, p. 150) 


Report of the Preliminary Committee 


We recommend that the general plan as outlined by the 
Pittsburgh Local Conference be submitted to Joint Synod 
for approval. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE MATTER 
The plan was discussed and then adopted. During the 
discussion emphasis was laid on the importance of the work 
to sharpen the minds of pastors and people. The work of 


the commission is especially to plan and keep alive this 
activity and push it to success. 


D. PUBLICATIONS 
(Official Reports, pp. 48-49) 


Report of the Preliminary Committee 


1. a. We are pleased to note that the subscription 
to The Pastor’s Monthly is larger than the subscriptions of 
the old German-English theological magazine, which clearly 
indicates that the editors have succeeded in issuing a theo- 
logical journal that appeals to our pastors, and we recom- 
mend that the Publication Board be authorized to continue 
to appoint the editors thereof. 

b. Noting that about 40 per cent of the ministers of 
Synod are not subscribers to The Pastor’s Monthly, we 
therefore urge upon all of them to subscribe to this maga- 
zine and give it their whole-hearted support. 
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2. We gare pleased to note that the Intersynodical 
Hymnal Committee has been at work and reports satisfac- 


tory progress and we would urge them to complete the 
manuscript. 


3. a. We appreciate the generous support of our 
new Sunday School Lessons and urge that all our Sunday 
Schools introduce the literature published by our Synod. 

b. We request that Synod appoint a committee on 
Week Day Religious Instruction whose duty it shall be to 
advise churches in establishing Week Day Religious 
Schools, map out a course of study and indicate the best 
method to be pursued. N 


4. We are indeed gratified to learn that the Studies 
for Luther Leagues“, publication of which was started in 
1922, have been self-supporting from the start and hope 
that all Luther Leagues will introduce them. 


5. Inasmuch as the Kirchenzeitung and Standard and 
Pastor’s Monthly are being published at a financial loss we 
recommend that the Lutheran Book Concern pay for the 
space it uses for its advertisements and that all space for 
credits be paid for. 

6. We are gratified to learn that Synod now has its 
own printing plant and bindery, and we hope that all 
pastors and congregations will favor the Synodical pub- 
lishing house with their orders for printing and binding. 

7. Your committee recommends the following action 
with reference to item 2 in the communication from the 
Augustana Conference, page 149. 

Resolved, That Joint Synod publish the parochial and 
financial reports of all districts in a separate pamphlet, 
early in the year, instead of incorporating them in the dis- 
trict minutes; provided, that Joint Synod conform its 
fiscal year to the calendar year and provided that this 
pamphlet be published in an edition on the basis of one 
copy to each ten communicant members of Synod. 

8. We recommend that the Publication Board ar- 
range for a revision of the Synodical Handbook. 

9. Regarding the request of the Women’s Missionary 
Conference, Item 2, page 151, for advisory representation 

on the Publication Board, we do not deem it advisable to 
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establish a precedent of giving organizations within Synod 
official representation on the Publication Board. To avoid 
overlapping and duplicating of publication, organizations 
in Synod should either by correspondence or by sending a 
representative make their wishes known to the Board. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING 


Items 1 a and b were adopted. In connection with the 
adoption of the latter, the iraportance of further reading 
and study on the part of pastors was stressed. 

Item 2 was adopted. 

Likewise item 3, a and b. The Publication Board is to 
appoint the committee authorized in 3, b. 

Items 4, 5, and 6 were adopted. 

Item 7 was adopted with the understanding that the 
expense of publication be borne proportionately by the dif- 
ferent Districts. The Statistician of Joint Synod is to be 
the editor of this pamphlet. 

Items 8 and 9 were adopted. 


E. FINANCES 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE 


It was resolved to submit the recommendations of the 
finance committee only in English. 


I. MILLION DOLLAR OFFERING 
(Official Reports, pp. 51, 57, 58) 

1. We recommend that the first step to be taken to- 
ward collecting the still outstanding, unpaid, aggregate 
pledge of $141,001.68 of the Million Dollar Offering be that 
the General Treasurer send out statements of unpaid 
pledges to individual subscribers. After this has been done 
the matter should be turned over to the solicitors to be ap- 
pointed according to the recommendation immediately fol- 
lowing. 

2. We recommend that the Board of Administration, 
in conjunction with the respective district president, be au- 
thorized to appoint one or more solicitors for the districts 
which have manifestly not supported the Million Dollar 
Offering enterprise as they should have; and that the Board 
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of Administration, in conjunction with the district presi- 
dent, fix the compensation for service rendered, providing 
this be found necessary. 

3. We recommend that Synod approve of the manner 
in which the Administration Board disbursed the Million 
Dollar Offering funds thus far received. This approval 


should, however, imply that the money still needed to com- 


plete the Million Dollar Offering campaign must be raised 
to the end that those appropriations or parts of appropria- 
tions which still remain unpaid may be fully — wherever 
they may be due. 


Il. OLYMPIA SEMINARY 
(Official Reports, p. 51) 

We recommend that Synod ratify the sale of the 
Olympia Seminary property by the Board of Administration 
to Mr. Robert Main. The amount realized by this trans- 
action is $4,234.56 net. 


III. REPORT OF THE GENERAL TREASURER 
(Official Report, p. 51) | 

According to the report of the General Treasurer the 
contributions of Synod to synodical treasuries for the bien- 
nium 1922-1924 exceed by $108,000 the total receipts for 
the same treasuries during the biennium 1920-1922. At the 
same time the records of the Treasurer of the National 
Lutheran Council show that Synod contributed approxi- 
mately $200,000 toward European relief for the biennium 
1922-1924. 


In view hereof we recommend 

1. That Synod take note of the increasing liberality of 
her people with great pleasure; 

2. That Synod express her regret over the fact, how- 
ever, that her constituency failed to reach the aggregate 
appropriations made two years ago by $77,080.89. 


IV. IN THE INTEREST OF GREATER LIBERALITY 
(Official Reports, pp. 52-53) 


We recommend 


1. That Synod urge all her pastors to give more atten- 


tion to the matter of intensifying the Christian virtue of

liberality and stimulating the art of Christian giving among 
their members. 

2. That our congregations be urged anew to introduce 
the duplex envelope, every member canvass and budget 
system, wherever this has not been done hitherto, and that 
the respective district president give attention to this mat- 
ter wherever it may be in place. 

3. That the Boards of our theological seminaries be 
asked to provide for a thorough presentation of and in- 
struction in Church Government with special emphasis on 
Church Finance, the details to be left to the authorities of 
the institution. 


V. APPRAISAL OF SYNOD’S PROPERTY 
(Official Reports, p. 53) 
We recommend that the Administration Board be in- 
structed to publish the summary of the appraisal of synod’s 


property in the Joint Synod Minutes and in the the Statis- 
tical Year Book. 


VI. CHILDREN’S LITURGIES 
(Official Reports, p. 29) 

A matter was referred by the Mission Committee to 
the Finance Committee relative to the defraying of the cost 
of Children’s Liturgies. Having considered the matter we 
recommend that Synod continue to supply Children’s Litur- 


gies and money gathering devices to our congregations 
gratis. 


VII. OFFICE EXPENSE OF THE GENERAL TREASURER 
(Official Reports, p. 53) 

We observe that the General Treasurer’s operating ex- 
penses during the past year were not quite one percent 
(.0094) of the amount disbursed by him. We recommend 
that this fact be recognized with appreciation. 


VIII. SUGGESTIONS TO SYNOD 
(Official Reports, pp. 53-54) 
1. (Stricken.) 
2. We recommend that the synodical year be changed 
from July Ist-June 30th to Jan Ist-Dec. 31st, and that all 
institutions and boards change their fiscal year accordingly, 
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and we further recommend the week in which Thanksgiv- 


ing Day falls as the official Every Member Canvass Week 


of Synod. 

3. We recommend that all moneys collected for synod- 
ical purposes be sent promptly to the General Treasurer for 
credit. 

4. We recommend that the Board of Administration 
be authorized to investigate all the investments of the 
various institutions and boards and that in the future no 
investments of synodical funds be made without consulta- 
tion with the Board of Administration. 


IX. $500,000 DRIVE FOR CAPITAL UNIVERSITY 
(Official Reports, p. 12) 


We recommend that the development plan of the board 
of Trustees of Capital University (See President’s Report, 
page 12) be endorsel and that Synod authorize the Board 
of Capital University to raise $500,000, or as much of this 
amount as it may be able to secure, for needed improve- 
ments, endowments and increased equipment, and that this 
should be done without interfering with the collecting of 
funds for the recognized current expense treasuries and 
budgets of Synod and the interests of the Million Dollar 
Offering. Furthermore: That the Board of Capital 
University, in conjunction with the synodical Board of 


Administration, be authorized to devise ways and means by 


which this program may be put into effect. 

We recommend that this program be carried out in 
commemoration of the 75th anniversary of Capital Uni- 
versity (anniversary year 1925). 


X. CREDIT AND DEBIT AMONG THE DISTRICTS 
(Official Reports, pp. 63-65) 


A review of the General Treasurer’s reports reveals 
the following noteworthy facts concerning district partici- 
pation in the support of Synod’s principal treasuries: 

1. That the Eastern District made a very creditable 
showing by increasing its contributions to these treasuries 
materially and either overtopping or nearly reaching all of 
its quotas. 
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2. That the English and Western Districts show forth 
a fair increase in their contributions toward these treas- 
uries and have made an appreciable, though not altogether 
successful effort, to reach their quotas. 


3. That the Minnesota, and particularly the Northern 
and Wisconsin Districts, fell far short of reaching their 
respective quotas toward these treasuries. Especially note- 
worthy are the facts that the Northern District raised only 
$24,537.86 of its $50,602.01 quota toward the Home Mission 
treasury and that this amount is $7,865.64 less than the 
amount contributed by that district for the same cause dur- 
ing the preceding biennium. Attention must also be called 
to the fact that the Wisconsin District raised only $31,- 
975.64 of its $62,645.86 quota toward the Institution 
Treasury. Let it furthermore be noted that the three 
districts here mentioned have falllen $124,452 short of 
reaching their combined 83 toward * three 
principal treasuries. 


We therefore recommend 


a. That Synod joyfully recognze the good showing 
made by the English and Western Districts and, especially, 
by the Eastern. On the other hand: That Synod deplore 
greatly the marked shortcomings of the Northern, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin and Kansas-Nebraska Districts. (The re- 
maining districts are not mentioned here because they are 
largely missionary in character.) 


b. That Synod ask the presidents of the districts to 
explain on the floor of Synod, either what they and their 
districts did to achieve the praiseworthy results mentioned 
above, or tell why their districts have failed to reach their 
quotas wherever their performance has been deplorable. 


c. That Synod instruct the district presidents to feel 
largely responsible for Synod’s financial status and that 
they do everything in their power to educate their respective 
clerical constituency, and, through them, their respective 
lay constituency relative to the needs and worthiness of the 
various synodical treasuries. 
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XI. APPROPRIATIONS — INSTITUTIONS 


A. Capital University, Columbus, Ohio, (pp. 78-82). 

1. We recommend that Capital University be granted 
an annual appropriation of $52,000. 

2. We recommend that the following schedule for 


tuition and rent be ratified by Synod (See pege 13, Presi- 


dent’s Report): 

Tuition in College, $100 per year. 

Tuition in Academy, $50 per year. 

Room rent in Dormitory and Divinity Hall, $15 per 
year. 
3. We recommend that the Board of Trustees of 
Capital University be empowered to raise the salaries of 
the president and professors out of the increased revenue 
that will be derived from the increased tuition and fees. 


B. Luther Seminary, St. Paul, Minn., (pp. 83-86). 


We recommend that Luther Seminary be granted an 
annual appropriation of $30,850. 


C. Hebron Academy, Hebron, Neb., (pp. 88-91). 


1. We recommend that Hebron Academy be granted 
an annual appropriation of $13,779.85. | 

2. We further recommend that Hebron Academy be 
granted an additional appropriation of $4,000, in case 
Synod authorizes a normal course for this institution. 

3. (Not to be printed.) 

4. (Not to be printed.) 


D. Luther Academy, Melville, Sask., (pp. 91-93). 


1. We recommend that Luther Academy be granted 
an annual appropriation of $7,300. 

2. We recommend that Synod approve of the removal 
and building program of the Luther Academy (See page 
19, President’s Report) and that the unclaimed appropria- 
tion of Million Dollar Offering funds granted to the erst- 
while Pacific Seminary be transferred into the hands of 
the Luther Academy Board for the purpose herein 
described, and that Synod guarantee a further $20,000 to- 
ward this project, provided that the Canadian District 
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raise the money needed to purchase the site in Regina, 
Sask., described in connection with this removal plan. 


E. St. John’s Academy, Petersburg, W. Va., (pp. 93- 
94). 

We recommend that the St. John’s n be granted 
an annual appropraton of 815,083. 


INSTITUTIONS OF MERCY 


A. Wernle Home, Richmond, Ind., (pp. 21-22; 95- 
97.) 

We recommend that the Wernle Home be granted an 
annual appropriation of $19,300. 


B. St. John’s Hospital and Home, Springfield, Minn., 
(pp. 23-24; 101-103). 

We recommed that the St. John’s Institution be 
granted an annual appropriation of $3,900. 


C. Grace Lutheran Sanatorium, San Antonio, Tex., 
(pp. 24-26; 103-105). 


1. We recommend that the Grace Sanatorium be 
granted an annual appropriation of $8,000. 

2. We recommend that Synod again urge her pastors 
and congregations to rally to the support of the Grace 
Sanatorium by a liberal purchase of Christmas Seals. 

3. We recommend that Synod grant the Sanatorium 
Board authority to erect on the sanatorium grounds a 
superintendent’s residence, costing, not to exceed $9,000, 
provided the proper authorities see their way clear to do 
so without additional appropriation. 


D. St. John’s Old Folk and Orphans’ Homes, Mars, 
Pa., (pp. 22-23; 98-101). 


We recommend that the Mars Homes be granted an 
annual appropriation of $14,250. 


MISSIONS 
A. Home Missions. 
1. Werecommend, That the Home Mission Board be 
granted an annual appropriation of $115,000; and, if more 
is contributed toward this cause, the appropriation be in- 
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creased as contributions come in up to $125,000. It is 
understood that the General Treasurer base his budget on 
the latter figure. 

2. We recommend, That an appropration of $3,500 
annually be made in favor of Mission Work in Mexico. 


B. Foreign Missions. 

We recommend that the Foreign Mission Board be 
granted an annual appropriation of $45,000 and, if more is 
contributed toward this cause, the appropriation be in- 
creased as contributions come in up to $60,000. It is 
understood that the General Treasurer base his budget on 
the latter figure. 


C. Negro Missions. | 
We recommend an annual appropriation of $28,250.00 
for current expenses and $7,000.00 for building purposes. 


XII. NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


a. We recommend that an annual appropriation of 
$3,416.48 be appropriated for the current expense budget 
of the N. L. C. 

b. We recommend that Synod rally to the support of 
further European Relief Work through the agency of the 
N. L. G. 

c. We recommend that Synod underwrite the publica- 
tion of a biennial Lutheran World Almanac to the extent of 
$487.03. 


XIII. REPRESENTATIVE CHURCH 


We submit the matter of soliciting funds towards the 
erection of a representative church, in Washington, D. C., 
as presented by Rev. G. E. Lenski, and approved by the 
Eastern District for final decision. 


XIV. BOARD OF AIDS 


1. With regard to a Pension Fund we ask why, since 
Synod has twice resolved to have a plan drafted, no report 
on this has ever been made. 

2. We call the attention of Synod to a committee 
appointed four years ago in the interest of this work, and 
ask Synod to give this committee further instruction. 
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XV. OTHER FINANCIAL MATTERS 


a. To expedite the work of the biennial Synodical 
finance committee we recommend that henceforth all budgets 
of the various boards shall be submitted to the administra- 
tion board for analysis and recommendations and that these 
budgets shall be placed into the hands of the Administra- 
tion Board no later than May Ist immediately preceding 
the regular biennial convention of Synod. 


b. We recommend that Synod authorize the Ad- 
ministration to appoint a financial executive or executives, 
who shall devote all his time to what such an office in church 
bodies usually implies. His duties, in general shall be: 

1. To render additional assistance in making known 
to our people by word and pen the work and financial needs 
of Synod. 

2. To assist in stimulating and increasing interest in 
our causes. 

3. To communicate and confer with district and 
conference finance committees, for the purpose of aiding in 
a general improvement and progress throughout Synod, in 
system in church finance, and aiming at uniformity in the 
practice of the best possible finance plans and methods; 
and 

4. To be of service especially in giving and spread- 
ing information as to the most efficient methods in synodical 
and congregational finance, and in consulting with pastors, 
church councils, congregations and finance committees for 
the purpose of introducing and carrying out the most suc- 
cessful system possible for increasing synodical and congre- 
gational funds. 

This official shall be a bi-lingual minister and respons- 
ible to the Administration Board. 

The said Board shall arrange and decide the details of 
this office as to work, salary and such necessary expenses, 
which may be required to carry on the work of this office 
to the best interest of Synod, and shall add the expense 
thereof to the budget of the General Institution Treasury. 


c. We recommend that Synod herewith instruct all 
of its boards to stay strictly within the limitations that are 
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defined by the appropriations and agreements which apply 
to them. Wherever boards have failed to do so in the past, 
we recommend that Synod express an emphatic disapproval. 
We deplore that in some instances boards exceeded their 
authority and involved themselves financially. 


d. We recommend that the treasurers of the different 
institutions which have received money from the Million 
Dollar Offering fund submit a report of their M. D. O. 
allowance expenditures to the General Treasurer and that 
he publish the same in his report to Synod. 


e. We call the attention of all the treasurers of 
Synod’s institutions to the resolution of Joint Synod 
adopted two years ago, which requires an itemized report 
of professors’ and officials’ salaries from their respective 
institutions. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING 


I. Million Dollar Offering. 

Items 1, 2, and 3 were adopted. In the discussion 
emphasis was laid on the fact that the money appropriated 
should be paid, the amounts promised to the various in- 
stitutions. There is a moral obligation resting upon 
Synod to discharge this debt. Explanations were offered by 
several why they had so far done little or nothing and the 
promise was given that they would do their share of the 
work. 


II. Olympia Semiary. 
Item presented was adopted. 


III. Report of the General Treasurer. 
Items 1 and 2 were adopted. 


IV. Inthe Interest of Greater Liberality. 
Items 1, 2, and 3 were adopted. 


Sections V, VI, and VII were adopted without debate. 


VIII. Suggestions to Synd. 
Item 1 was struck out. Items 2, 3, and 4 were adopted.

X. Credit and Debit among the Districts. — 


Items 1, 2, and 3, as well as recommendations a, b, 
and e were adopted. In response to the recommendations a 
discussion followed. 

The Presidents commended were asked for the causes 
of their success. Among the reasons assigned were the fol- 
lowing: A body of active pastors who labor unitedly and 
push the work; the budget and the duplex envelope system; 
mass meetings of laymen; sermons and lectures on the 
work of Synod; inquiry on the part of the President 


whether congregations have met their appropriations; 


mutual discussion, n and encouragement at 
conferences. 

The of Districts offered as 
reasons either that the financial and economic conditions 
were such as to make against success, or that they were 
unable to assign any reason, but the promise was given 
that everything possible would be done to bring about better 
results. 


XI. Appropriations. 

The general subject of appropriations led to a lenghty 
discussion. On the one hand it was said that gifts and 
offerings for the work of the Church should be most care- 
fully administered, each one fully conscious of his respons- 
ibility in the matter. We ought to consider past experience 
and not go forward recklessly. On the other hand it was 
urged that we dare not cripple our institutions, that the 
budget of each institution has been most carefully worked 
out, and that, if we present the matter to our people in the 
proper maner, the gifts will be forthcoming to carry on 
the work. 


A. Capital University. 
Item 1, carrying with it the appropriation for Capital 

University, was adopted. 

For items 2 and 3 the following substitute was 
adopted: 

1. All students, except those having the ministry or the 
office of parochial school teacher in view, shall be required 
to pay the following schedule: 
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Tuition in Academy 50.00 per year 
50.00 per year 
Incidental Fee . 135.00 per year 


2. The schedule for those students having the 
ministry or parochial school teaching in view shall remain 
as it is. 

3. Students who later during their attendance at Col- 
lege decide to enter the ministry or parochial school work 
shall receive a rebate equal to the schedule for ministerial 
students prevailing at the time, such rebate to be distributed 
over the three years of the Seminary course. 

4. The foregoing is to go into effect at the beginning 
of the school year in the fall of 1925. 

In this connection a motion was adopted that the rais- 
ing of tuition in the other institutions be left to the 
respective Boards. 


B. Luther Seminary, St. Paul, Minn. 
Item of the committee was adopted. 


C. Hebron Academy, Hebron, Neb. 


Items 1, 2, 3, and 4 were adopted, 3 and 4 not to be 
printed. 


D. Luther Academy, Melville, Sask., Can. 
Items 1 and 2 were adopted, the second after some dis- 
cussion. 


F. Carrying with it the appropriation for Petersburg 
Academy was adopted. 

The appropriations recommended and other resolutions 
for our institutions of Mercy at Richmond, Ind., Spring- 
field, Minn., San Antonio, Texas, and Mars, Pa., were 
adopted. 

To the item under the Mars Homes was added that the 
Board be authorized to take in outside patients in so far as 
this will not conflict with the needs of the Home and be 
without expense to Synod. 

Appropriation for Missions. 

A. Home Missions. Item 1 was adopted with the 


understanding that the debt is not ineluded in this sum. 


Item 2 was adopted. 
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B. Foreign Missions. The item of appropriation was 
adopted after the amount was raised to $55,000 and $65,000 
respectively, because the sum appropriated by the committee 
was not sufficient to meet the needs of the work. 


C. Negro Missions. Appropriation granted and item 
adopted. 


XII. National Lutheran Council. 
Item a, b, and c were adopted. 


XIII. On representative Church was adopted. 


Rev. G. E. Lenski gave an explanation of the reasons 
why such a church is desired in the capital city and why 
help is needed. The present location of his church must be 
abandoned by his congregation because the neighborhood 
has been taken over by the colored population. While 
building anew, the church should be a representative church 
for our Synod. The congregation is not able to build such 
a church in a desirable quarter without help. Because 
Washington is the capital of our country every church and 
Synod seeks proper representation and needs it. 

After hearing his presentation, the following resolu- 
tion was presened and adopted: 


Resolved, That we pledge our moral support to Grace 
Lutheran Church, Washington, D. C., in its efforts to erect 
a church which will fittingly represent our Synod in that 
city, and declare our willingness to have this congregation 
solicit special contributions throughout Synod for this pur- 
pose, and urge our people to respond liberally ; the President 
of the Eastern District to see to it that the money collected 
in this way be paid into the Building Fund of Joint Synod 
in the event of the congregation ever leaving Synod. 


XIV. Board of Aids (pp. 26-27; 105-108; 146, 147, 
149). 


Items 1 and 2 were both adopted, and also another 
resolution instructing the committee on a Pension Fund, 
which was appointed in 1920 (see minutes of Joint Synod 
for 1920, pp. 28, 146-147), and which consisted of Rev. A. 


C. Ernst and Adolph Frasch, to continue its work and 
report in 1926. 
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XV. Other Financial Matters. 

Item a was adopted. Item b was rejected because it 
was thought that this work can best be done by the District 
Presidents. Items e, d, and e were adopted. 


F. VARIA 


A. Reports of Committees, Communications from 
Districts, Conferences, etc., not elsewhere acted on by 
Synod. 


I. The Lutheran Church Abroad (pp. 137 B, 138- 
139). 

Report of Preliminary Committee as adopted by Synod. 

1. We recommend that our Synod establish church 
fellowship with the Hermannsburg-Hamburg Free Church. 

2. We recommend that our Synod support the Her- 
mannsburg-Hamburg Free Church, the Hermannsburg 
Missionsanstalt, the Christianschule, the High School for 
Girls, and the Volksschule. 

3. We approve Section 3 entire in the report of the 
Committee on the Church Abroad (p. 138). 

The committee appointed by the President on the 
Church Abroad (Hermannsburg-Hamburg) consists of the 
following members: Dr. Hemminghaus, Revs. A. C. Ernst, 
Wm. von Fischer, P. Haupt, and Dr. Hein, ex-officio. 


II. The Lodge Question. 

After a careful study of the resolutions of the various 
districts in regard to the secret society rule for mission 
congregations adopted by the district presidents and the 
Board of Missions in November, 1921, we recommend that 
the Joint Synod declare the resolutions on the treatment of 
secret society members accepted by the Joint Synod in 1922 
to be sufficient, applying to both missions and established 
congregations. 


III. On Separation of State and Church and on the 
Subject of Religion Being Taught in Our Public Schools. 
(As adopted by Synod.) 

Synod gave the following statements to the secular 
press which gave it considerable publicity: 2 
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“Under the Constitution of the United States of 
America, religious liberty, a precious inheritance handed 
down to us from our forefathers, is granted to all law- 
abiding citizens of whatever religious convictions ; 

“According to such legal and fundamental separation 
of Church and State, no definite religion, creed or faith can 
be taught by any State institution; 

“Our public schools are institutions of the State, 
maitained by compulsory taxation, whose laws and attend- 
ance are enforced, if need be, by police power, fines and 
imprisonment ; | 

“We stand for religious liberty and would preserve it 
for ourselves and for all law abiding citizens; 

We recognize and deeply feel the present great need 
of the children of receiving more teaching of positive 
religious truths, not only for their own henefit but also for 
the future welfare of Church and State; 

We hold that teaching of religion is the duty and busi- 
ness of the home and of the Church, not of the State; 

“We go on record as being heartily in favor of the 
truly American plan whereby our public school boards dis- 
miss the children to their respective churches for a weekly 
period of positive religious teaching, at the request of their 
parents.” 


(Elsewhere Synod again went on record in favor of 
the parochial school.) 


IV. Historical Society (p. 151). 

Report of Preliminary Committee as adopted by 
Synod. 

a. We recognize the importance of the work which 
the Historical Society is doing and recommend that the 
brethren of Synod both clerical and lay be encouraged to 
join this society and give their wholehearted support to this 
noble undertaking. 

b. The Historical Society would appreciate large con- 
tributions for the purpose of equipping the Historic 
Museum in the Divinity Hall at Columbus, Ohio. 

The importance of the work of the Historical Society 
was also emphasized during the discussion, and the request 
was made by the secretary that all documents of importance 


X. 
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in the history of our Synod and the Lutheran Church in 
general, of congregations that did pioneer work in the 
history of Synod, etc., be sent to the Society in order that 
they may be saved for the future historian. Relics of 
general interest will also be welcome. 


V. Amendment to the Constitution (pp. 145-146). 


We recommend the suggested change of Chapter 4, 
paragraph 5 of the Constitution of Joint Synod to read as 
follows: The delegate Synod shall elect at every regular 
meeting from among its members by an absolute majority, 
one president, two vice presidents, one German and one 
English secretary and one treasurer. The districts shall 
elect officers for such terms of office as they choose. 


VI. Deaconess Mother House. 

Preliminary Committee report as adopted. 

a. We recommend he establishment of a Deaconess 
Mother House in our Synod. . 


b. We suggest that this matter be placed into the 
hands of the Board of Education. 


VII. Re-arrangement of Districts. 

Report of Preliminary Committee as adopted. 

a. With regard to item 3 under Western District page 
145, the committee recommends the approval of said dis- 
trict’s resolution regarding he matter of re-districting the 
territory covered by the Northern, Eastern, Western and 
English Districts. 

b. We suggest that the presidents of the four districts 
be requested to present a report at the next meeting of 
Joint Synod as to the plans for doing this. 


VIII. Revision of the Rules for Refunding the Travel- 
ing Expenses of Delegates to Synod. 


Resolved: 


1. That the round trip mileage by the most direct and 
cheapest route be paid for all delegates and accredited 
representatives. 

2. That Pullman sleeping accommodations or (where 


available) tourist sleeping accommodations be paid for all 
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delegates and accredited representatives who must travel 
more than twelve consecutive hours. 

3. That no allowance be made for 3 or hotel 
accommodations except such as a committee on equalization 
approve because of unavoidable circumstances. 

4. That vouchers of delegates be not honored ualess 
endorsed by the President of the respective District. 

5. That this ruling go into effect at this session. 


IX. Assignments of Candidates for the Ministry. 

A resolution was adopted that the rules adopted in 
1920 (see Minutes of Joint Synod for 1920, p 164) be so 
changed that the Seminary Boards are to arrange that the 
question of the recommendation for calls sent to third year 
seminarians shall be placed into the hands of the whole 
theological faculty. 


B. Other Business and Resolutions. (Report as 
adopted.) 

1. Communications have been received from the Hon. 
president of the Australian District and the chairman of 
the India Conference, expressing the hope that God’s bless- 
ing may rest upon the deliberations of the Joint Synod. © 
We recommend that our secretaries send greetings to these 
brethren afar off and assure them of our continued sym- 
pathy and cooperation. 

2. Miss Mary Caroline Holmes, a representative of 
the Near East Relief was given an opportunity to present 
the cause of the society. The great need and misery 
especially among he orphaned children was strikingly 
presented by means of a concrete example. 


3. On Saturday afternoon the Synod made a trip to 
Mars, Pa., to visit and see the Homes located there. 

4. Dr. J. A. Morehead, Dr. E. B. Burgess, Pastors 
Jos. Horvath, G. J. Mueller, and Alonzo J. Turkle, who were 
present at one or more of the sessions, were welcomed by 
the chair. 

5. Resolved, That the distribution of our minutes 
and the decision as to how many copies are to be printed 
in English and German reupestivery be eens to the Lutheran 
Book Concern. 
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6. Resolved, That we tender our hearty thanks to 
Rev. L. Hess and his estimable wife, to St. John’s Congrega- 
tion, and to the pastors of the Pittsburgh Local Confer- 
ence and their congregations and the noble women for the 
very friendly hospitality extended during the convention of 
Synod, and that we request the respective pastors to make 
public announcement of our vote of thanks to their people. 
(Adopted by a rising vote.) 

7. Resolved, That we thank the organist and choir 
of St. John’s Congregation for the excellent services 
rendered during Synod week. 

8. Resolved, That the janitor of St. John’s Congrega- 
tion be given the sum of $20.00 and the janitor of St. Paul’s 
Congregation $5.00 for their extra services to Synod. 


9. Resolved, That the thanks of Synod are due to 


the H. J. Heinz Co. for the kind reception and generous 
lunch served to the whole Synod on the occasion of a visit 
to their plant. 

10. Resolved, That we tender our thanks to Rev. 
Geo. F. Hein, our Publicity Manager, the daily papers of 
Pittsburgh, arid the Assocjated Press for the service which 
they rendered Synod. 

11. The members of the committee on equalization of 
expenses were Rev. A. Beck, Teacher O. A. Moench, and 
Delegate M. Wheeler; those on the committee on revision 
of the rules for traveling expenses were Rev. L. Ludwig, 
Teacher Ph. Scharmann, and Delegate Walter Demmler. 


G. ELECTIONS 


I. Rules 

The District President, upon whom rests the duty of 
nominaing candidates for the various offices of Synod, first 
presented the following Rules and Resolutions for adop- 
tion. 

1. We suggest to Joint Synod that henceforth no one 
in the salaried service of a Board be elected to membership 
on said board. 

2. We recommend that we follow the rule that no 


one be permitted to hold membership on two boards at the 
same time. 
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3. Whenever two or more members are to be elected 
for different terms of office, the candidate receiving the 
higher number of votes shall serve the longer term. 

4. The names of the candidates shall be arranged in 
alphabetical order. 

These rules were adopted by Synod. 

5. A fifth rule was added by Synod: Additional nomina- 
tions may be made on the floor of Synod. Of this number 
Synod will choose one, but this one must receive a majority 
vote. 

The list of candidates was then read and with a few 
changes all the nominations were ratified. A third name 
was added to the list of candidates for President. 


Rev. F. O. Schuh, Teacher C. A. Bartz, and Delegate 
S. A. Almendinger were appointed as the committee on 
elections.

The bronze tablet on the granite block bears the inscrip- 
tion: 

“On this site the First Lutheran Conference west of 
the Allegheny Mountains convened October 18, 1812. This 
was the first of a series of annual conferences that led to 
the organization of the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod
